NOT READY TO TALK. 

lasked Dr. Koch if he could not say some- 
thing about his treatment whicn would es- 
pecially interest Americans. 

Nearly one- 
seventh of the human race fall victims every 
year to the dread disease of consumption or 
tuberculosis in some one of ite numerous 
forms. Whatever my scientific studies may 
develop to lessen this fearful mortality will, 
Ihope, be shared by Americans in common 
with others of the human race. 

I ventured to remind the Professor that, 
since his scientific .tudies became public 
property consumptive people all over the 
earth were eager to learn every detail about 
his cure. 

THE DISCLOSURE WAS PREMATURE. 

The premature disclosure of it is not my 
fauit,’’ said Dr. Koch, nor that public noto- 
riety was attained so soon. I did not 
seek it. It was against my convictions. I was 
prevailed upon to mention the matter to the 
Berlin Medical Congress last summer. But I 
did no more than merely make a passing al- 
lusion. You can see that by my exact lan- 
guage, which was as follows: ‘In Guinea 
pigs, which are already in an advanced stage 
of tuberculosis, this disease can de

without any injurious effect being produced 
in the animal in other respects.

„When do you expect to have a sufficient 
supply of the liquid to meet the demands 
made upon you and give the whole world the 
benefit of your discovery?“ 

„„It is impossible to say, answered Dr, 
Koch, bowing me out, but I hope it will not 
be very long. I have made no promises. 

It is only fair to Prof. Koch to say that he is 
not a party to the extortionate 
charges made by his colleagues, 
who are in possession of the fluid. Berlin 
doctors with whom I have talked declare that 
Prof. Rech does not even know of this ex- 
tortion, for he seldom reads the newspapers, 
and amid all this clamor devotes himself 
closely to his studies. ° 

THE REASON FOR SECRECY. 

His only reason for secrecy is the unfin- 
ished development of his investigation. 
Hie only reason for the limited 
supply of the fluid isthe long time necessary 
for its preparation. No living soul but Koch 
knows this secret. He has with him in the 
laboratory two assistants, one of them being 
his son-in-law, Surgeon Von Pfuhl. 
Both these assistants are constantly 
engaged with him in preparing the 
fiaid, yet neither one of them knows all its 
ingredients, nor could they prepare it without 
Koch’s assistance. How long this mystery 
will continue heaven only knows, but there is 
no remedy for it until Koch is ready to take 
somebody entirely into his confidence. 

A prominent Berlin doctor said to me to- 
day: ‘‘Weare all satisfied that this is no 
matter of money with Dr. Koch. If it was 
and he wante@ to raise 10,000,000 marks he 
could do it from a purely financial point of 
view. His discovery is worth far more than 
that. When he ie ready the government will 
give bim all the money he wants to build the 
hospital he requires.’’ 

VAN BERGMANN’ s CLINICS. 

This mornnig 1 attended the famous Prof. 
Van Bergmann’s clinics in compasy with Dr. 
Irving Palmer, whom I have known as & : 
fa . 
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met with the greatest courtesy 
from the attendants at the clinics 
in observing the results of the treatment. 
Nearly ali the cases at Bergmann’s Clinic are 
lupus not phtnisis. The faces of some of his 
patients are indeed horrible to look upon. 
Lupus seems to be much more common 
in Berlin than in New York or 
London. I never saw anything to 
compare with the hospital ward 
to-day except the werds of the leprosy hob- 
pital which'l visited the last dth of July in 
Molde, Norway. Wen Dr. Bergmann ap- 
peared at 9 o'clock the crowd of yisiting 
doctors, who had been waiting around the 
door since daylight, lifted their hate to him 
and followed bim into the lupus wards where 
the patients lie stretched on beds in all stages 
of treatment. 
4 TALK WITH AN ASSISTANT. 

After the clinic was overl talked with one 
of Bergmann’s assistants who gave the fel- 
lowing summary of his observations since 
Koch’s cure was brought into use: It 10 
important to understand that the tuberculosis 
disease, which exhibits itself in many forms, 
with children begins usually with what is 
known as wasting away, attacking 
their abdominal organs also in what 
is known asscrofula, in which the enlarsed 
giands appear on the neck followed by hide- 
ous scars. Consumption is commonly calied 
tuberculosis of lupus. In lupus the skin, 
bones and joints also suffer. In 1882 Prof. 
Koch made it known that this disease was due 
to a minute germ which ravages the entire 
body. When seen under the most powerful 
microscope this organism looks like 
a Ane scrap of the thinnest thread. Once 
having entered the body it rapidly grows and 
multiplies, gradually destroying the tissues 
on which it lives. Koch’s method of destroy- 
ing the bacilli is founded on exact ecientific 
principles. He claims that his fiuia will de- 
stroy living tissue in which these germs live 
and that with the death of the tissue the act- 
ivity and ultimate expulsion of the germ from 
the body must ensue.’’ 

IT 18 A DEADLY POISON. 

„What does Koch’s precious 
like?’’ I asked. 

It has somewhat the color of sherry, and 
is slightly viscid. It is supplied from Koch’s 
laboratory much too strong for use. Before 
injection it is usually diluted to one- hun- 
dredih of its original strength. It is a most 
deadly poison. An overdose produces seri- 
ous results. One patient so overdosed was 
unconscious for thirty-six hours, and was 
expected to die atany moment. The remedy 
is usually administered by subcutaneous in- 
jection, with a syringe, invented by Dr. 
Koch. This consiste of the usual glass 
cylinder and hollow needle, but instead of a 
piston to eject the contents an india rubber 
ball is used which, when pressed, forces out 
the fluld with much power. This innoculation 
is generally made under the skin between the 
sboulder biades. ö 

HOW IT ACTS.

commonly no particular result ensues unless 
alarge dose is administered, but when in- 
noculated in a tubercular patient extraor- 
dinary effects are produced in-whatever por- 
tion of the body there is any tuber- 
cular living tiesues. Koch’s liquid is 
carried everywhere by the binod and 
finds and attacks ite enemy. The parts at- 
fected become irritated and inflamed. The 
whole system becomes affected, the patient's 
temperature rises until at the end of twelve 
hours it may reach the excessive height of 106 
degrees. It soon falls, however, and 
each succeeding injection rises less than the 
previous inoculation finally followed by no 
noticeabie rise at all. Such cases were 
regarded as cured. The patients are relicved 
from tubercular tissue, but it is un- 
Geniable that after an interval inuocu- 
lation may again produce a “rise of 
temperature and tubercular bacilli 
may reappear. It ie certainly not true that 
the disappearance of bacilli! or their complete 
absence from the spittie implies that the 
patient has no tubercull, but it is certain that 
after the treatment by Koch’s method the 
spittic, which formerly swarmed with bacilli 
becomes free, the patient loses the hacking 
cough, tne night sweats, inability to eat and 
gains weight and spirit. 
CERTAIN PROOF OF THE DISEASE. 

The presence of facilli in the spittle is a eer- 
tain proof of tuberculosis, but their absence 
does not prove the centrary. Somevery bad 
cases of consumption, which bave been in- 
oceulated by Koch’s treatment, received 
no benefit from it that milder 
ones do. In „ the case of ont 
patient who died of adifferent disease while 
under treatment a post mortem examination 
showed no sign of the arrest of consumption.

PARNELL AND MIS PARTY. 


Views Expressed by Preminest Men Con- 
cerning the Irish Leadership. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
ONDON, Nov. 22.—It 
ie evident to-day that 
Mr. Parnell means to 
remain as lesder of 
the Irish party, and 
that the mass of the 
24 Irish people are will- 
we. ing to igmore his pri- 
vate errors in view of 
what they regard as 
the necessity for his 
public services. One 
of the prominent 
members of the Na- 
tional League said to-day, in reply to a re- 
quest for an opinion: We cannot afford 
to drop Mr. Parnell, and we will not drop 
him. Why? One good reason is that 
we have no man to li his place. Mr. Par- 
nell’s position is exceptional. He is one of 
the Anglo-Irish; that is, an lrishman of En- 
glish descent, like Wellington and Wolseley, 
and others whom the English boast of as be- 
longing to themselves. The average of Britons 
will listen and respect aman of that kind 
when they would take no notice of a Celt. 
Even with this divorce stain on bim Farnell 
stands better to-day with tbe English 
than any WMctmber,of the ren party, and 
if Ireland is to de delivered it must be 
through English votes. Scotland we have 
with us already. All the leading Scotch To- 
ries have had to go to England to get votes to 
s ay in Parliament. Now we must gain Eng 
land over and it cannot be done without a 
man like Parnell. Tothrew him overboard, 
and put Dillon or O’ Brien, or any one else in 
his place, would simply be te revive that old 
distinction between the Celt and Anglo-Saxon 
races which has been the dane of 
Ireland in the past and which Parnell 
has done more than any man in Irish history 
to efface.

bill and the tithes. bill, the Government will 
not object to a postponement to the following 
session, should that appear advisable, of the 
education matter. 


THE &PEBCH FROM THE THRONE.

It is possible that Jay Gourp has not 
gobbled up quite all of the railroads that 
rumor has dumped into his capacious 
maw during the recent flurries and de- 
pressions of the stock market. But his 
former exploits as a devourer of railroad 
properties have shown that his power 
over thém is not limited to his own enor- 
mous purchasing capacity. He is recog- 
nized as the great whale of the 
Stock Exchange, and at the same 
time as the greatest of practical 
railroad managers, and when a lot of

CRICAGO’S ‘ INDIAN GIFT.” 

It is still a question whether the Colum- 
bian Fair will ever get beyond the com- 
plication of interminable wrangles oyer 
preliminaries, in which it has been 
involved ever since Congress located it at 
Chicago. The prospect for any such 
progress is even more dismal now than it 
was six months ago. 

To the internal wrangles of the Local 
Board of Directors and the National Com- 
mission arenow added fierce wrangles 
between those bodies, each disputing the 
other’s authority and functions and 
opposing the other’s plans as ruin- 
ous. They have appointed a confer- 
ence committee to draw up a modus 
vivendi or,compromise plan of co-opera- 
tion, while a committee of Congressmen 
is preparing to make the fight triangular 
with a report censuring both bodies, and 
especially censuring the National Com- 
mission for its inattention to everything 
except salary drawing. The acts of the 
Chicago Board have several times rent it 
m twain and forced both President Gacr 
and Director-General Davis to announce 
that they would resign if certain courses 
were persisted in, and President PALMER 
of the National Commission has also in- 
dulged in an ultimatum or two of the 
same kind. Meantime one ‘‘deadlock’’ 
suceeeds another in unending procession 
and the public looks in vain for the first 
symptom of real progress. 

The boue of contention in all this wrang- 
ling is onthe surface where everybody 
can see it. The National Commission, 
charged with the responsibility of ap- 
proval or rejection in all matters pertain- 
ing to sites, buildings and the conduct of 
the Fair in general, was inclined to stand 
on the protest of the Illinois State Board 
of Agriculture and of all similar bodies 
throughout the Union against ‘‘any dis- 
‘*‘memberment of the departments of the 
„proposed Fair.“ But the Chicago 
Board was intent upon a policy of disloca- 
tion and dismemberment, to convert as 
much as possible of the Fair fund into a 
permanent investment for the future 
benefit of Chicago, regardless of its effect 
upon the success of the Fair. At last ac- 
counts the Commission was about to ac- 
quiesce in the ultimatum of the Chicago 
Board demanding a permanent Art Build- 
ing, a grand Music Hall, an Electrical Ex- 
hibit Building, a Water Palace and Steel 
Tower forthe Lake Front, to keep the 
crowd near the hotels, shops and thea- 
ters, while the rest of the show is to be lo- 
cated out of town, at Jackson Park, from 
five to seven miles away.

Her Crimson Colors Wave in 
Triumph Over the Blue 
of Yale. 


The Titanic Struggle Witnessed 
by a Crowd of 15,000 Shout- 
ing Enthusiasts,

Up went Ounnock and bis man, 
Willy Willy, on the shoulders of a wild mob 
of enthusiasts, and then, like a lava stream 
from the heart of some vast volcano, the 
crowd rolled through the gates, under the old 
railroad bridge and up the main street in 
dense biack Yegimente, rending the air with 
cheers.

Clair avenue 
controversy, 
which has stirred up 
public feelimg and 
caused greatexcitement 
in East St. Louis for 
several days past, had 
a legal airing yester- 
Gay. An application for 
an injunction to prevent 
further interference 
with track-laying on the 
avenue, which had 
been made in bebalf of 
the Terminal company, 
was argued before 
Judge W. H. 8uyder of the St. Clair County 
Circuit Court in chambers. Four witnesses 
were examined. They were Mayor Stephens 
of East 8. CLouls, Henry E. Schrader 
of Belleville and Highway Commissioners 
Doescher and West of Stites Township. From 
the testimony taken it appeared that the por- 
tion of St. Clair avenue, on which tracks were 
laid is in Stites Township but the highway 
commissioners claimed they had granted a 
right of way only asfar asthe Black Bridge, 
or at least they supposed when they passed 
the resolution that its provisions were to that 
effect. City Counselor F. G. Cockrell ap- 
peared for the city of East St. Louis 
and property owners Interested in the case, 
and R. D. W. Holder was present as the attor- 
ney ofthe Stites Township commissioners. 
G. A. Koerner looked after the interests of 
the Terminal Co. After the testimony was

taken Attorneys Cockrell and Holder offered } 


to submit the matterto Judge Snyder for a 
decision without argument, but Attorney 
Koerner would not agree to this. The 
attorneys applying for the injunction made 
the claim thatthe Terminal company had no 
right to lay tracks on St. Clair avenue even 


though the right of way might beve been 
obtained from the Stites commissioners, 
which was denied. Thie claim was made on 
the strength of statutory provision that where 
a public highway is the dividing line between 
two municipal corporations the right to use 
either side of the theroughfare may not be 
granted withous the content or approbation of 
the municipal authbortties on both sides. 
Judge Snyder rendered his decision in ac- 
cordance with tbe staiute. 

St. Clair avenue is now unobstructed. The 
double track laid Friday, about 200 feet in. ex- 
tent, was ot artlally on the avenue. One 
of the parallel tines had been laid on the ex- 
treme northern side of the street and the 
other a few feet further north. Late yester- 
day after non the southernmost line of track 
was removed by order of President Tavuesig, 
and as the othe? lime was noton the avenue 
there is now no obstruction to travel.

The Lilinols Giass Ce.’s Works at Alton 
Badly Damaged. 


ALTON, II., Nov. 22.—At about 6 o'clock 
this morning the Illinois Glass Co.’s works 
were discovered to be on fire, and the Fire 
Department was promptly called out. The 
flames started in furnace No. 6 and spread 
rapidly to the surrounding buildings, ali of 
which are part of the works. A high wind 
was biowing, and the pressure in the water 


pipes was poor, thus making the conflagra- 
tion ahard one to subdue. They finally got 
control, however, but not until great damage 
had been done, three of the company’s seven 
furnaces being entirely destroyed, besides 
the engine-room, wixing-room aud ware 
house and packing-room. The latter contained 
a large quantity of soda asd, an essential in- 
gredient ofthe glass wixture, which is im- 
ported and very costly. Thisisa total loss. 
As the bulldings of the company are isolated, 
no property but that ofthe company was de- 
stroyed exoepting a few freight cars. A large 
quantity of goods already packed for ship- 
ment was lying in the warehouse and on 
these the loss is heavy. The total will closely 
approximate $100,000 with about $55,000 in- } 
surance.

Quite a deal of interest is manifested In the 
present workinrs of the Consolidated Virginia 
group on Sugar Loaf, near the Dinero, so weil 
Znown in St. Louis. There have lately been 
two leases granted on this property, and both 
parties are now vigorously work ing the prop- 
erty. In one of thema small streak of ex- 
tremely rich ore bas been met with, which is 
producing some sative and wire silver, The 
Und is so recent andso little has been done 
on thie streak that but little can be said as yet 
about it. 

A piece of ground lying between the Dunkin, 
Matchiess and Little Sliver is called here the 
Rupp fraction, and has just been leased and 
work resumed on it. uite a considerable 
quantity of good ore has been taken from this 
— and they are likely te open up a mine 
there. 

A new lease has been granted on the Belgian 
lode, and it is to be vigesousty worked. Thia 
lies on the north side of Iron Hill and directly 
on thestrike ofthe great ore chutes of that 
bill, Some considerable development has 
already gone on in that shaft and the con- 
tiguous workings, and without doubt further 
prospecting at that point will bring them into 
ore. Oneofthe best evidernces of the pros- 
perity of this section is the fact thatnew work 
is starting up in all directions, and ip very 
many instances this has already resulted in 
the uncovering of ore bodies. The general 
strike or trend of the principal chutes is 
much better understood at the present time, 
and there is but little need of going outside of 
Lead ville to find capital to develop such 
ground. 

Among other properties that are reported 
as about to resume operations may de men- 
tioned the New Discovery, in the Sugar Loaf 
section, owned by Swope of Kansas City. This 
was worked for ashbort time about two years 
ago, and some considerable ore was taken 
from it, bus at present it is understood that 
entirely new pointe im the vein are to be 
opened. 

What has been paid but littie attention to ia 
the hunting for lead carbonate ores are the 
gold bearing veins of this district. A change, 
within the past two years, bas occurred, hew- 
ever, in the feeling with regard to such prop- 
erties and we now have quite anumvber of gold 
mines at work, on nearly ali of which 
milis for the treatment of such ores have been 
erected and are now running full time. On 
the Antioch a forty-stamp mill is now treat- 
ing about seventy tone of auriferous ore per 
day, while the Walter Scott has one that is 
crushing about forty tons per diem. The Ceok 
amaigamator has been introduced to take 
Hare of the tailings pulp as it comes from the 
tables, that would without this apparatus be 
permitted to flow away. It isa simple con- 
trivance, and is now doing oxceedingly geod 
work. One of these is now being used at the 
Antioch, one at the Lilian mill, and 
ethers dave been ordered for mille in 
the district. The driving ahead of the 
adrift from the 460-foot-level of the 
Breece mine continues, but the formation at 
this point is most complex and it is doubtful 
what rock will be met with in any given num- 
ber of feet. It was thought that when this 
drift had gotten in about seventy feet the 
fault plame would bave been pears througb 
and tLe regular contact met. This, however, 
has not been the case, though the whole claim 
appears to bave been thoroughly mineralized, 
Some 200 feet of this drifting has been dene, 
but the indications are at present not strong 
enough to admit of the belief thatthe ore 
bodies are nigh. Ihe vVorkluge must in the 
nature of things beclose to the lime porphyry 
coptact, and it will be on that plane that pay 
ore will be eventually found. 

DRIFTING IN THE HUSSEY. 

The Lucy B. Hussey stopped the further 
sinking of the shaft and — drifting from 
the bottom toward the old workings. This 
has brought them inte another chute of 
argentiferous iron ore that pays very well in- 
deed. As theore chute appears tobe cut- 
ting diagonally across the claim, and there 
are some sixty feet of virgin ground between 
the two eshafte, the chances sre that a large 
amount of good stuff will be taken from these 
vein workings. 

Another property that lies within the city 
limite is the Dillou, where some good ore has 
been found, though there has been a temp- 
orary suspension of operations there pending 
the piaciag of a cage in the shaft. Meanwhile, 
large ore bins are being bullt and everything 
made ready to — large quantities of ore, 
the presence ef which within the lines of the 
claimis kaown trom the developments now 
golng on in the Elk adjoluing. 

The Lucky Joe property, of which your cor- 
respondent spoke some time since as baving 
been putin shapeto sink for the Nisi Prius 
chute, is getting on very fast, the shait, which 
ie a large one, going down at the rate of two 
feet per day. It is known ae bat depth the 
contact will be reached, and this company 
will be beard from ere long, as another fifty 
feet ought to bring them into good pay. This 
is the case already in tha Nisi Prius ground, 
and there are large bodies of it in sight. 

The shipmeat of steel iron continues from 
three or four mines here, the lrou- masters 
considering the r pod uced here as be- 
ing much superior to any found in any otber 
State. Two of the mines are shipping to Chi- 
cago, though the greater portion of the ore of 
that class mined is purchased by the Colorado 
Coal & Iron Co. of Pueblo. The Bruce and the 
Benton together send about 100 tons per day 
to these people.

The engine-house on the Penrose, within 
the city, has been completed, as well as the 
sbaft-bouse, the boiler bricked in, and the 
pump is now in position, so that without 
doubt they will resume work there within a 
very short time. 

THE WHITE CAP SHAFT. 
On the White Cap the shaft is being rapidly 
carried down and has now reached a point 
about 400 feetfrom the surface. Atthe 828 
foot level the drifte are being driven out to 
connect with the workings from the Imes 
station from the Silver Cord incline, where 
large bodies of lead carbonate ore exist. 
While this work is going on not more than 
thirty-fve to forty tons per day are being 
taken out. As seonas the connections are 
— all ore will be hoisted through the new 
shaft. / 

The Birdie Tribbie work its going ahead in 
the lime and with considerable prospects of 
catching the ore channel to which all of the 
small stringers of ore are undoubtedly lead- 


ing. 

The Helena, largely owned in &t. Louis, is 
now doing quite well and shipping to a profit. 
The ore from which these shipments are 
made is being taken from the leveis down to 
the third. Belew tbat point the water rather 
interferes with the workiogs, and if the sbaft 
is to be sunk deeper a larger plant will be re- 
— The reguiar Leadvilie contact un- 

oubtedly existe at that point, and probably 
would be caught within 150 feet of the present 
bottom of the shaft. 

The Cleveland is doing quite as well as when 
last reported, and ite success has induced 
other owners of contiguous properties to 
start up work. This is notably the case 
with the Olandid — formerly known 
as the Opulent — the Midnight 
Katy and Mosquito, the three latter having 
just been leased to prominent mining men 
bere. Before the developments on the Cleve- 
land ensu it was thought that the upper 
contact coftained all ofthe mineral, bus it 
was conceded that the biue line is the true ore 
zone of that section, and all of these proper- 
ties propose prospecting in that station for 
mineral. 

The Bankok Cora-Belle people are getting 
on with their work, and have the station cut 
atthe 460-foot level for the big pump, the 
bollers have been bricked in, and they are 
now cutting out for the water tanks in 
the lower level. The shaft is 
about thirty feet deeper than the 
level, and has * deal of iron 
pyrite in the bottom, so that the chances are 
much in favor of thelr getting ore before they 
sink the additional 50 feet to drift out to and 
get under the present ore body, which is the 
objeetive point of all this new work. 

On the Henrietta and Maid mines a lot of 
improvement is going or. Their steam pipes 
are being placed in position—6t-iach instead of 
the old 4-inch pipe—the shaft is being retim- 
bered so that the cages will run more 
smoothiy, anda station is being cut at the 
750 foot level to receive a new Deane pump 
with a capacity of 700 galions per minute. This 
willthrow tothe immense pumps ia the 600- 
foot station, where the receiving tanks are 
being placed over instead of under the pumps, 
as hus hitherto been the case. This will give 
additional pressure and add much to the 
efficiency ef the pumping plant.

DANGER AND ILL HEALTH 


WHAT THE PUPILS OF THE CENTRAL HIGH 
SCHOOL HAVF TO FACY. 


An Education Secured at the Risk of Life—A 
Terrible Calamity. Possible—Principal 
Leuis F. Seldan Wiscusses the Urgent 
Necessity fer a New Huh School Build- 
ing—An Ex- Director Talks. 


„Why not build it now?’’ 

„„We can do it, du“ 

And then he begins to talk about what he 
thinks would be best, and mildly suggests 
that if it is done bis way he is in favor of it. 
The ‘‘he’’ referred to is one of the few school 
directors who is not in favor of building the 
new High School. None oppose it, but some 
are preparing to fight it in a round about, 
diplomatic way, which has been effective in 
the past but which is not likely to suc- 
ceed now, for there is too much at stake. The 
board has dilly-dallied wit the High School 
question long enough to settle it ten times 
over, and all the while thatthe whims of 
opposing directors were being humored the 
bealth and lives of hundreds of school chil- 
dren have been at stake. Some day there will 
be an awful calamity inthe rat trap which is 
located on Fifteenth and Olive streets, and 
then parents who will lose children by it will 
wonder why they did not compel the board te 
provide a safe place for their children to at- 


tend school instead of leaving them ina 
dangerous and stifiing old rookery from 
whence more then one has gone to the grave. 

One of the most pitiful spectacies in the In- 
sane Asylum isa poor girl who sits on the 
floor, huddied in a corner, from early morn- 
ing untilthe attendants remove her to ber 
couch at night—a hopeless victim of melan- 
cholia. She was a student at the Central 
High School, and the physicians atthe Asy- 
lum say her mind was destroyed by over- 
study. Did they know what the High School 
pupils have to endure they would probably 
say her mind was destroyed by the negligence 
of the School Board and overstudy. ’ 

Few suspect what conditions surround the 
students in that lastitatlon, and though the 
directors know, or ought to know ot them, 
they have done nothing to relieve them. 

LOUIS r. SOLDAN, 

the Principal, was seen yesterday, and when 
he spoke of the evils of the present Institution 
be did it quietiy and without seeming to ap- 
preciate how his story struck one who had 
never heard it before. Fawmlliarity with the 
incidents he spekeof may have taken the 
edge off them for him but when they are told 
to others they sound like new and untold 
horrors, 

»The building we are oocupying now,’’ said 
Mr. Soidan, ‘‘is entirely unfit for our pur- 
poses, and worse than that, it is dangerous— 
dangerous to bealth and life. It is three 
stories in height and there is a basement floor 
which is six feet under ground. It was built 
to accommodate 250 pupils, or at the outside 
300. We have 455, and the work of the High 
Scbool cannot be done wher the building ts so 
crowded. Instead of using the first and 
second floors for class-rooms and the third for 
music, recitations and the occasions when 
the students are ae together, we now 
occupy all three floors and the basement and 
in addition to this we have to utilize the cor 
ridors. ' 

Classes have to go into the basement 
rooms, six feet below the level of the pave- 
ment, to recite, asd toe classes have te re- 
cite inthe leboratery, where, during the 
recitation Sour, they are. breathing the 
fumes of chemicals. 

That is dangerous to health, but ft eannot 
be avoided, tor we have no other place to 
send them. 

»The classes have to go up and down stairs 
five times a day. The unhealthy feature of 
this I will pot discuss further than to say that 
for girls between the ages of 16 and 2 it is 
very, very bad. The stairs start from the 
hallway near the entrance and rise, two 
flights, until they are connected by a platform 
eight feet square. The lines mest 
on this. platform, and it is 
worse than working out achess problem 
to getthem by each other without mixing 
them up and ‘with the greatest saving of time. 
It costs us five minutes for every change of 
clasees, which occurs every hour. That 
amount to a loss of about half an hour to 
each class. The recitations occur in the same 
rooms where pupils are studying, which in- 
terrup's their studies and prevents the teacher 
from giving his attention either to the class 
or to the studepts, and time is 
again lost and sted. I verily believe 
that the saving in time and consquent saving 
in cost would amount to enough in five years 
to build the high school. But the question of 
accommodations is subordinateto the ques- 
tion of safety. The stairs measure 8 feet 6 
inches inside, and if through the fault of any 
one or through some natural cause, a panic 
should occur in that school the results 
would be _ borribie. The marrow stairs 
and the small platform would be 
blocked im a moment and then there would 
be an awful calamity. The stairs, too, are not 
safe. Ibave bad iron staunchions put under 
them, dut Jam still afraid they are not safe. 
Ido notknow ofa greater need anywhere 
tha the need here fora new High School be- 
cause of the reasons I have given and because 
when a child enters a district school there 
is an implied promise on the 
part of the board to give bim a 
High School education when he has passed 
through the district school if he will take It. 
The beard cannot fulfill that promise. The 
Branch Highin the Polytechnic sends us 2600 
children semi-annually, and I have room for 
but 180 more. After June, 1891, I cannot re- 
ceive any more until a class graduates and 
makes room, and by permitting the school to 
be overcrowded and failing to provide accom- 
modstions the children are deprived of this 
higher education which is promised them as a 
reward for good work in the district schools.“ 

AN EX-MEMBER OF THE BOARD, 
who is very mucb interested in the new High 
School, said to-day: 

The mg oe where the new High School 
should be located has been ventilated so 
thoroughly that there seems no reason why 
the discussion should be resumed. It ought 
to be considered settled when the committee 
of successive beards, who were not at all in- 
clined to look with favor on the actions of 
their predecessors, found themselves com- 
pelled by hard facts to report in favor of ap- 
proving the selected site on Grand avenue. 

„On Nov. 12, 1889, the board appointed a 
committee composed of seven members, to 
— 42 into the location of the new High 
School, and, after investigating the matter 
thoroughly, they reported unanimously in 
favor of the site on which the foundation has 
been erected. 

It may de imterasting to re-state the 
reasons which seem to speak most strongly 
for the selected site. The only wise policy 
for the School Board is to build where new 
school houses are actually meeded by an in- 
crease in the pepulation. It would be very 
unwise policy, which no board composed of 
men of business sense would adopt, to bulld 
anew school-house in «a district where no 
children live, for the purpose of providing 
accommodation for some future school popey- 
ation. 

‘If we apply the common sense principle 
that the school-bouse should be built where 
the pupils that are to go to it live, the ques- 
tion of location becomes a question of fact: 
Where do the High school pupils live for 
whom a new building should be erected? 

‘*The High school pupils in a majority 
dome from the Western part of the city. A 
Klaue at the residence list will show that fact 
to any interested observer. Of a total of about 
1,100 High Scheel pupils, more than 800 live 
west of Fifteenth street, almost 600, or more 
than one-half, live west of Jefferson avenue. 
A High schee West ot Jefferson ave 
nue, say on @ avenue, would be within 
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residence center of our city has been moving 
weet steadily with considerable 
rapidity. It to reason that 
when 4 site is selected 
that isto accommodate our city population 
for the next thirty years, it should not be lo- 
cated east, but rather somewhat west of the 
present center of population. When this point 
is considered, it will be found that the site on 
Grand avenue is well located for the new 
high school. 

Not every lot is eae tothe bullding of 
a school- house. A high school building re- 
quires a lot ofsufficient depth, say 180 feet. 
At any one try the experiment to find a lot 
of suitable size for a high school building 
In the district between Olive and Washing- 
ton avenue, Jefferson and Grand avenues, 
andhe will soon discover thatin regard to 
fitness, the selected lot on Grand avenue can- 
not well be duplicated. These arethe main 
reasons which have led the several commit- 
tees of the ool Board to report in favor of 
the present site on Grand avenue. 

. ‘The claim has been advanced that not one 
but three High Schools are required, one cen- 
traliy located and two others, north and 
south. Thereis no reason why, at a tuture 
time, a High School should not be built north 
and south. But, unfortunately, this plea that 
three Hlah Schools are needed has been 
ased several times to defeat any ac- 
tion looking towards sufficient High 
School accommodation. It looks asif those 
who speak so earnestly iu favor of three High 
School bulldings, when the board bas barely 
enough money to build one, mean to advance 
the spurious argument that because three 
High Schools are needed, therefore we won't 
bulld any. The plain business proposition 
would be that, if tnree High Schools are 
needed, and there is money for but one, dulld 
that one and when you get ready build the 
others. Begin and do something. Don't 
neglectthe people’s trust altogetner because 
you cannot do all you want. Do what you 
can.

THE LARGEST BIBLE CLASS. 


Thirty-five Hundred People Attend That of 
a Breeklyn Minister. 


Special Correspondence of SUNDAY POST-DISPATOR:. 

NEw York, Nov. 200.—One often sees a tall, 
well-built man, with a face clean-shavén save 
for meager gray side-whiskers, walking the 
streets of Brooklyn, carrying his hands be- 
side bim andgwith his head bent low in 
thought. He is a man whose name is known 
to all church workers, and yet to the general 
public he is a total stranger. It is Dr. Robert 


R. Meredith, the pastor of one of the largest 
churches in Brooklyn, and the man 
who conducts’ the largest Bible-class 
in the worid. Every Tuesday night for ten 
months in the year his dis church is filled to 
overflowing by 3,500 people to hear him ex- 
pound the Sunday- school lesson for the fol- 
lowing Sunday. When you remember that 
8,500 is a large number of people, you will see 
that bis church must be of unusual size. I 
have seen every seat in this edifice filled, and 
not an inch of standing room in thé aisies, 
while on the platform stood Dr. Mere- 
dith, and in a free and easy, col- 
loqulal way discussed great Bible ques- 
tions with his auditors. There is nothing 
formal about the class. Those who wish to 
attend may do so. Those who go 2 
seats; those who do not must stand. he 
doctor takes the platform, reads the chapter 
in the Bidle in which the lesson is found, and 
then asks questions. Any one is privilegea 
to reply. Sometimes a dozen men and 
women answer at the same time. Again, 
when the question is a knotty one there is no 
answer, and then the preacher says: 1 
thought so, you know all the easy ques- 
tions, but none of the hard ones. It some 
one ventures a reply and it does not harmon- 
ize with the preacher’s idea of the answer, he 
stops the speaker abruptly. ‘‘You are wrong, 
sir; you are looking at the question frum a 
secular standpoint.’’ ‘‘No, adam, I would 
not believe that for the world.”’ And then he 
goes on to throw light upon the matter while 
the class listens with cager interest. At the 
expiration of two hours he stops and 
never does he end in the same way. Some- 
times itis likethis: ‘‘Bettergo home now. 
We'll sing a hymn and you take this ques- 
tion home and think about it. I’d like to stay 
here all night and talk with you, but lcan’t. 
Study it for yourselves and come prepared 
next Tuesday night to do better. Some- 
times it isa story, and then the great audience 
arises, sings the doxology, the benediction is 
pronounced and the people go home. No- 
where else in the world could such a class of 
Bible students exist as in Brooklyn, and I 
may say that it is unique even in the City of 
Churches.

Friends of the Aspirants Working Energeti- 
cally Ameng the Members—An Army of 
Applicant for the Other Places—Pro- 
spective Legislation Concerning Primary 
Elections—Movementto Have the City 
Redistricted. 


The contest for the Speakership of the next 
House of the General Assembly is be- 
coming animated, There are now five candi- 
dates in the fleld and they are actively can- 
vaseing for the support of the Democratic 
members-elect. They are Wilbur F. Tuttle of 
Pettis County, Ed W. Turner af Clinton, J.

the race is between Turner, Tuttle and Far- 
ris.

HAVOC IN THE GERMAN FORESTS. 


Acres of Devastated Trees—The Disaster the 
Pine- Hawk Meth Is Causing—The Means 
Taken to Destroy the Pest—Siugular and 
Weird Sight Presented by the Buined 
Forest. 


Special Correspondence of SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH. 
MunicH, Nov. 5. 
PERIOD of dire dis- 
aster and untold 
devastation has 
broken in upon the 
German forests, and 
for hundreds of 
miles gigantic trees 
have been doomed 
to destruction, 
Where for centuries 
Nature’s quiet bas 
been disturbed by 
naught but the soughing of the tree tops in 
the wind, the rustling of the leaves and the 
song ot the feathered warbiers, the air has 
been filled all through the past summer with 
the dull thud of the ax, and a killing ‘‘en 
masse has, been going on of magnificent 
forests, made necessary by the wholesale in- 
vasion of the destructive pine-hawk moth, an 
insect belonging to the family of the lepidop- 
tera, and the terrer of the forester. 

This sort of insect, of course, bas existed at 
all times, but since the middle of the 508 they 
have not appeared in such dreadful, over- 
At that time they at- 
tacked the timber of the East Pruesian 
Provinces and extendéd even into Russia. 
To-day, thirty-five years later, another period 
of the pine-hawk moth may be added to 
history’s annals, and with it will be written 
down the diré fact that many of the forests of 
Bavaria, the pride of the country, 
are nearly wiped out by this 
dreadful plague. The magnificent tim- 
berlands of the Upper-Bavarian plain, 
tro the Bavarian Sea to the pretty parks 
and groves around Munich, and the hand- 
some shooting parks with which the en- 
virons ofthe Bavarlan capital abousd, to- 
gether with the woods of Nether-Bavaria, the 
Upper-Pialz and Suabla, have suddenly 
become invaded by the ‘‘Nonne’’ and are 
doomed to die an ignominious death. From 
the Lech to the Isar, from the turbulent 
mountain brooks of the Alps and the banks 
of the bine Danube, the cry of

DESTRUCTIVE FLY. 

Our sketch shows the nenne“ (pine-hawk 
moth) through the different stages of its de- 
velopment. About the beginning of May the 
trunks of the pine-trees appear covered with 
tiny black worms, which congregate in nests, 
and remain in one place tor twoor three 
days. They grow 8 in the 
Warm spring sunshine. After making this first 
pause lu their brief existence, the growing 
caterpillars begin their errand ef destruction 
and crawl to the needles of the trees, to which 
they fasten themselves and commence their 
pernicions activity. 

After shedding its membrane several times 
im quick succession the full-grown caterpiliar 
becomes a biuish-uvreen insect with blue and 
red warts and white seams. With the begin- 
ning ef July the eaterpiliar descends once 
more to the trunk of the tree, where it finds a 
convenient opening inthe bark. There it is 
transformed inte a chrysalis heid fast by loose 
threads. 

In three short weeks the pretty butterfly 
bursts its bonds and emerges from its captiv- 
ity into the broad light of day. The fly has 
prettily outiined biack and white wings. The

female is considerably larger than the male fly. 
The latter is easily recognized by its large, 
busny feelers. 

The fly attacks chiefly the pine and fir with 
which Bavarian forests abound, but does not 
despise the beech, oak and other forest trees, 
and is even known to feed on shrubs and 
garden plants. It pever attacks corn er 
wheat, and there ia ene tree it will not touch 
namely, the horse chestuut. The means of 
destruction &re various. 

The Bavarian royal forest-keepers have 
been accused of unpardonable negiect for not 
taking measures to abate this evil in its early 
stages, but what can human power accom- 
plish in the face of myriads upon myriads of 
these destructive ineecte? All attempts to 
— „ther terrible numbers bave proved 

utile.

SEAT OF DEVASTATION, 
the Ebersberg Park on she railread line 
Munich- Rosenheim, which leads directly into 
the Bavarian Alps. Wher we ieft the train at 
Kirchseeon we looked with surprise upon the 
fresh and lovely green ofthe adjoining larch 
timber, which did not ia tne least prognosti- 
cate so disastrous a catastrophe as awaited us 


later on. 

A little farther along the road which leads 
up the hills we came upon troops of soldiers 
from the Bavarian Engineer tps, whom 
we found b with setting up tele- 

ther on men of this 
ing out @ sarrow- 
are to be con- 
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said that in one night, say from 
9:30 o'clock In the evening 22. m, 
from 100,000 to 200,000 files can be killed in 
this way. 80 far the exhauster has been found 
to be the best medium for this purpose, while 
numerous other propositions have, practi- 
cally, no value. One suggestion was, that 
immense sheets daubed with honey be spread 
throughout the afflicted forests; another 
wanted the flies killed with the smoke of éoa! 
tar, while’a_ third demanded that 
several regiments of soldiers be 
equipped with rifles and small shot, 
and thus attack the flies with military 
power. Under the direction of the chief of 
the Bavarian Forest Administration, Von 
Ganghofer, experiments have beer made in 
several precincts with zinc torches, the in- 
tense light of which attracts the flies from the 
highest altitades, while at the same time but 
a normal degree of heat is imparted to the air. 
In order to catch the 
SWARMS OF INSECTS 

immense canvases covered with some sticky 
material were stretched through the paths. 
But all these measures have so far proven 
enly experimental and have not received the 
final sauction of the Government. 

Happily n&ture herself seems to come te the 
relief ofthe discouraged people, for it has 
been ascertained thatthe flux, a well-known 
disease, which attacks caterpillars, is carry- 
ing off thousands of the miserable insects. 

Leaving the hill with the exhauster behind 
us we arrived before long at the 
bunting-lodge called Diana, and 
close by three block- houses had 
been erected where 200 wood-choppers 
are camped, whose sele business it is to work 
day and night in cutting down every tree for 
miles and miles. Inthe Fark of Forstenriei’ 
400 men are doing the same thing, and ia the 
large timber-district of Ebersburg an army of 
men are reducing the proud forests to an 
even surface. 

Death rages through the forests,’’ sang 
Lenau, the poet; and it is a pitifal dying 
whieh we are called upon to wituers, as tree 
after tree falle to the ground with a dull, 
heavy sound. A cloud of dust whiris through 
the air, the pine hawks leave the fallen stant, 
after they have eaten the marrow and wur- 
dered it. The feathered songsters, too, have 
long since departed from their barren domi 
cile. Flights of swallows have taken refuge 
upon the new telephone lines in absence of 
better quarters, Thousands upon thousands 
of dollars have been spent in order 
to crush out the pestilence, or 
at least reduce the compass of the 
evil, and it la still an open question, which is 
being’ now discussed amon scientists, 
whether or not the arid trees will cover them- 
selves with fresh green in the comin n 
unless a second like catastrophe sheuld be 
imminent. Itseems, however, that the utter 
Gemolition of the once splendid Ebersberg 
Park answers that query In the negative. 

In the meantime similar terrible messages 
come from the neixhborhood of the ‘‘Ammer- 
see,’’ the region of the River Main and even 
the Alps, and the end of this dreadfal plague 
is not yet in sight, |

The Democrats of Dallas County elect the 
Sheriff and Prosecuting-Attorney and uce 
the heavy Republican majority of past years. 

Laciede County, two years ago, was Re- 

ublican by 240 majority. This year the 

emocrats carry it by 7 majority on the State 
ticket and elect their county officers, 

The Democrats of Lawrence County elect the 
member ofthe Legislature by 27 majority and 
several of the county officers. Lawrence is 
another Republican stronghold. 

Kerr, Republican, is elected tothe Legisia- 
lature in Hickory County over Bennett, 
Democrat, by only 50 majority.

There 
are, however, different methods of 
observing the day in different 
fam ilies and in different States, and the fol- 
lowing interviews with some of our most 
noted American women in regard to Thanks- 
giving Day and how it is kept, are interest- 
ing. 
lealied atthe White House yesterday and 
asked Mrs. Harrison how the day was spent 
in Indiana. Shesaid: ‘‘I imagine that the 
feast is kept throughout Indiana in about the 
same manner as it is in most other States, 
excepting of course, New England, where the 
eustom principally originated, and where the 
festivities are more elaborate than those 
of Christmas. In fact, I believe that, with the 
New Englanders, the day ig even more un! 
versally looked upon as a religious and social 
holiday than even that time-honored feast of 
the Christian world. I remember that a young 
friend of mine at school was always more 
anxious to spend Thanksgiving with ber 
family in Conzmecticut, and slways more dis- 
appointed in afallure to accomplish her de- 
Sire, than at spending the entire Christmas 
holiday in a lonely school, cut off 
from association with her kindrea. For 
Said she, all the various scattered members 
of our home ciroile with a long listof relatives, 
met together upon that day fora general 
grand re-union and exchange numberiess 
littic testimonials of affection in the form of 
gifts. In Indiana,’’ continued Mrs. Har- 
rison, it ie just like it 16 bere in the District. 
Some families regard the season with 
more respect than others, just as 
the case may be. All do not at- 
tend church, butall the same the churches 
arethrown open for the advantage oF the 
more reiizious among the community. As 
the holiday is a general one, it is so vVulued by 
the business men who close their offices and 
enjoy aday of social intercourse and good 
fellowship in the home circie, Of course, a 
big dinner with plenty of good things, such as 
roas: turke and cranberry sauce, with 
umpkih and mince pies, is the rule among 
hose whe can afford it. The poor are alse 
remembered by the more fortunate, with 
generous giftein the shape of poultry ard 
other articles of food. am sorry, added 
the President,s wife, “that I cannot give you 
the menu of a dinner for which you ask, but 
really there is so much license allowed for 
individual taste im the selection that 
one dinner seldom repeats itself, 
even with the same family, from year 
te year. With the exception, of course, of the 
standard disbes, all must follow their own 
fancy inthe matter. As to my recipes, I left 
them all behind packed away in a big trunk at 
my home in Indianapolis, where tbey will 
bably remain until myreturn.

rolled along over the smooth asphalt of our 
avenues, Mrs. Logan continued: ‘‘In the 
West, our impressions were received from an 
admixture of New England, Southern 
and Western customs and tastes, 
consequent upon the cosmopolitan 
character of the neople, Thanke- 
giving feaste and festivais, according to my 
recollections, more abundantly represented 
the harvest of fruit and vegetables of the 
year. Services were held in the churches in 
the morning and family parties gathered 
around a sumptuous board at a2 o' elock din- 
ner. In theevening parties were given where 
Gancing or plays of forfeit were the 
oraer. The refreshments consisted of 
popcorn sometimes made into balis 
by boiling molasses until nearly candy, 
then taking a large spoonful of the hot syrup 
and pouring it Intoa dish of the fresh-popped 
corn, and finally pressing the grains together 
and rolling into a ball, adding candy ana 
white caps until they are the desired size. 
Cider, apples and nuts completed tha list, and 
were usually handed around inthe interval 
between the dances and games. The grand 
dinner or feast at 2 o'clock was 
characterized by its abundance and 
its deliciousness, as the cook- 
ing of each articie was rarely trusted entirely 
te domestics. Vegetable soup came frst. 
Roast beef, sweet potatees, baked squash 
and hotsliaw making the next course, fol- 
lowed by turkey or goose that had been hung 
before a log fire untilit was as brown as a 
bun. The drippings were always caught ina 
pan set underneath and carefully dipped with 
aspoon and poured over the turning fowl, 
which cooked in this way is most delicioas. 
The dressin« was tea wg by mixing bread 
crumbs with the liquor in which the gibiete 
had been boiled, seasoned with butter, pepper 
and salt, and sometimes sage, and browned 
in an oven. Cranberry or apple sauce, fried 
sausage cakes, white potatoes that had beea 
mashed and seasoned with milk, butter, pep- 
per and .ait, placed im an earthen dish then 
browned inan oven, were served with the 
goose or turkey. Next came a game course 
of prairie chicken, venison or wild duck, with 
lettuce, pickled peaches, cucumbersand beets 
furnishirg abundant relish. Indian and 
plum puddings, pumpkin, apple and 
wince pies, with plenty of sweet 
cider, supplied an abundant dessert. Coffee 
and tea, with the accompaniment of real 
pourd cake and doughuute, completed a feast 
Ut for the gods. 

MRS. SECRETARY RUSK, 
wife of the genial Secretary of Agriculture, 
was found at her pleasant Marsacbhusetts ave- 
nue home just off from Fourteenth 
street. Ot course, she said, ‘‘unlike 
the New Engiand States, there is no gen- 
eral rule for the observance of the day with 
us In Wisconsin, but each must follow his own 
inclination in revard to his dinner menu, 
though roast turkey is always an important 
item on the list of marketing for the occasion, 
with the usual accompaniment of cranberry 
sauce. People are governed entirely by cir- 
cumetances, and the size of the purse 
regulates the style of dinner. 
Should the company be a large one, 
or the family hospitally inclined the spread 
is Ayenorousone. We usually attend service 
inthe morning. The churches extensively 
hoidiag union meetings in which most of the 
depominations combine and congregate at 
one of the largest houses of worship. 
Family reunions are not the rule, but often 
occur ou that date, owing to the fact of its be- 
ing a general boliday with business men and 
the schools. It seems to me, 
she added, that Thanksgiving Day 
is observed in very much the same manner, 
be it North, South, East or West, and a sweet 
custom it is, bringiag the entire Christian 
population of our land 80 closely united inone 
common sympathy.’’ 

MRS. HARLAN, 

wife of Justice Harlau of the Supreme Court, 
isa most charming woman. To her I next 
turned my steps in search of information as 
regards the celebration of the day in Ken- 
tucky. Mre. Harian was averse to giving any 
Thanksgiving recipes, Lut she said: 

‘*Kentuckians more generally regard the 
day than many of hor sister States, and in 
fact, outside of New Engiand, there are few 
parts of the Union where the date is more 
generally observed. It is a general holiday 
with rich and poor alike, and family gather- 
ings are cummoniy observed, so far as cir- 
cumstances will permit. A big dinner, with 
every variety that a Khentucklun so well knows 
how to supply is of coyrse the important 
vont of the day. As the usually scattered 
branches of a family gather around the well- 
laden board, the table appears to literally 
groan boneath the weight of good things. 
One of the most important additions to the 
usual menu ef roast . and pumpkin pie 
is a huge baked ham, which invariably flanks 
the opposite end of the tabie, a toothsome 
and noble companion piece to the stuffed 
fowl at the head. Church going is very gen- 
ral among the members, and everyone 
assumes a holiday air pieasant to encounter, 
As the weather is naturally mach milder than 
atthe North and Kast, there is less occasion 
forthe cozy gathering around the fire of as 
evening.’’ 

MRS. FIELD, 

wife of Justice Field, graciously replied 
to my inguiries while she laughingly pro- 
tested that Thankegiving Day in California 
was observed precisely in the same way that 
it was in any other State, ‘‘But,’’ I urged, 
**everyore says the same thing, and yet there 
must be some siight difference in the ob- 
servance, just as there are other local dis- 
tinctions.’’ 

*‘Or course,’”’ she replied, the Califor- 
nlans forthe most part live in such widely 
scattered districte that they could not posal- 
biy manage to gather together at a hort 
notice so large an assembiage of aunts, un- 
cles and cousins as is customary in the more 
closely settied portions of the East, especially 
New England. But eo far as is practicable 
family reunions are the rule and a beun- 
tiful repastcrowns the day. Oburches are 
everywhere open for worship and the holiday 
is universally observed. Ia reference to the 
usual bill of fare for dinner,’’ added Mrs.

Thanks 
giving ie not the typical feast it once was, 
although the New England States still carry 
off the palm for elaborate hospitality on that 
date. I: is a general holiday and the churches 
are openfor service and the scene within 
presents almost the appearance of a harvest 
home. The chancel is 4 elaborately decked 
with huge pumpkins, ples, ears of corn, 
and fruit of all kinds, adding a Drilliant effect 
to the interior.

A TYPICAL BOSTON THANKSGIVING DINNER. 

Said she: 

„First there is soup, either eyster, chicker 
or vegetable, as one may prefer. This is fol- 
lowed by roast and boiled turkey, stuffed 
with chestnuts or oysters, veneraliy the latter 
for boiled fowl. With these are always served 
suusage cakes and cranberry sauce, 
celery and potatoes of both 
kinds. The dessert consists of pump- 
kin pleas the ‘piece de resistance,’ pium 
pudding, brought on thetsbie in flames from 
the ignited alcohol, followed by applet nuts, 
raisins, grapes and coffee. 

MRS. DOLPH, 
wife of the Senator from Oregon, said: ‘‘We 
always observe the day with marked cere- 
mony,’ she said, aud as Oregonians 
never do anything by halves vou 
can readily imagine that the hospliali- 
tles are upon an extensive scale. One of the 
most attractive features of the feast me is 
the thoughtful consideration tbe e of 
Portiaud show for those who are de ed of 
home comforts on this partioular anniversary. 
Every larce householder appears to consider 
itobligatory upon him to invite one or more 
young men to partakeof his Thanksgiving 
dinner, who, far from home and 
kindred, as is necessarily the case 
with ” large percentage of the 
population of the far West, would otherwise 
be deprived of so many pleasant influences of 
the festival. This habit la so universal that 
few strangers are left to, take their lonely 
meal at a boarding- house Or cafe, and all are 
made to feel the sweet bond of fellowship 
which links mantomas. Where the family 
connection isa large one, all are made wel- 
come at the home of one, generally the 
elder, should they desire it, but as in COalifor- 
nia the distances are very great, in most cases 
it would prove too serious an undertaking to 
unite. As a matter of course, a big dinner is 
always considered the crowning point in the 
day’s programme, and as the business houses 
and schools are closed in order that those 
who so desire can attend church, 
the homecircie is happily drawn together 
in one common interest. A State family dia- 
ner in Portland would, of colrse, be more 
elaborate than a purely dometbtic gathering.

peaches end pastries of all kinds, light and 
fiaky as only an old Virginian cook can 


produce. 
MRS. LAMAR, 
wife of Justice L. G. C. Lamar, says that in 
Georgia, the Judge’s native place, that 
Thanksgiving is universally regarded as a 
legal holiday, thouxh not necessarily as a 
religious one, and gather- 
ings are not the ‘Or 
course. she continued, peo- 
ple of Macoo, where I have 
resifed, observe the day pretty much 
as they do everywhere else, excepting in New 
England. but with us Christmas ig the all im- 
portant feast of the year.

Many years ago Missouri was ranked among 
the Southern States and when we realize that 
she fornisbes a larger number of pounds of 
cotton to the acre than any other State in the 
Union, Mississippi not excepted,it may rightiy 
be ranked among them. I do not 
mean to oan that Missouri really produces a 
larger amount than her sister States, but that 
in comparison to the size of ber plantations 
there is richer growth and better quality of 
the bulb produced than any of the others. 
Gradually, however, withthe rapid growth 
of the country and bringing in of 
the Western Territories. the State is 
now ranked as among the Middle States. With 
the growth a considerable influx of Northern 
ers have naturally influenced its customs. In 
this way the celebration of Thanksuiving Day 
has become more general.

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ORGANIZATION AND CAPITALIZATION OF 
THE PRINCIPAL COMPANIES. 


How and Why the Trust System Was Or- 
ganized—An O14 Idea Enlarged and 
Impreved—A General Decline in Prices 
of Certificates—Legal Troubles and R. 
erganization—The Leading Trusts. 


HE recent finan- 

cial stringency 
has called the atten- 
tion of the public to 
the system of trusts. 
This is commonly sup- 
posed to bea modern 
invention, but such is 
far from being the 
case. The trust was a 
prominent feature of 
trade during the Mid- 


the palmy days of the famous trade gulids 


trusts, while not covering nearly so large an 


extent of country as they do atthe present 


time, controlled business even more closely | 


than they do now. With the loss of influence 
by the trade guildsghe system of trusts disap- 
peared, and the revival is of very recent or- 
igin. 

* TRUSTS IN THE UNITED STATES. 

In no country has the system been carried 
te such an extent as in the United States, and 
the trusts here are more powerful and wealthy 
than anywhereecilse. Alliances that were in 
the mature of trusts have long been in exist- 
ence. During the first year of its existence 
the Standard Oll Co. was essentialiy a trust, 
and the anthracite coal minesof Pennsyiva- 
mia have since 1873 been managed on trust 
principies,but in neither case were certificates 
issued. The cause for the existence of trusts 
is the desire on the part of those conducting 
the same kid of business to prevent 
destructive competition. By having ail 
factories under a single management it is 
possibie to prevent cuts in prices and to 
limit the output, thus putting a stop to a 
lutted market. It is generally agreed that 
tne experience of the Pennsylvania Anthra- 
cite Mines gavethe impuisethat ledto the 


formation of the modern trusts. 
THE FIRST GREAT TRUST. 

There were five great companies, any one 
of which could furnish all the coal that would 
be required by the country. The consequence 
was that the market was in a constant state of 
giut, prices went below the cost of produac- 
tion, and ruin stared the stockbolders in the 


face. With the object of avoiding this, 
the officers met and agreed to fix & 
maximum supply of coal that coyid be 


ruined, and also established «a price below 
which no sales could de made. This agree- 
ment was found to be so advantageous that it 
has remained in force ever since, but on 
several occasions there were breaches of it 
by individual companies who wished to sell 
more than their allotment, and in conse- 
— the market was flooded, and prices 


epressed. Toavoid this weakness the trust 
certificate was devised. All companies be- 
longing to a trust pooled their stock, and cor 
tificates were issued in propor- 
tion to the amount contributed 
by each. All manufactories connected 


with the trust were under one management, 
and as dividends were to be paid on the cer- 
tificates and not on the original stock, there 
was no temptation forany one establishment 
to vielate the agreement. 

COTTON OIL AND CHICAGO 648. 

There are five greattrusts which have issued 
certificates that are largely dealt in by specu- 
lators, the American Cotton Ou, the Ohicago 
Gas, the Nationa! Linseed Ol, the National 
Lead Trust aud the Sugar Trust. Of these 
three have ceased nominally to be trusts on 
account of hostile legal decisions—the Amer- 
ican Cotton Oll, Chicago Gas and the National 
Linseed Oil... They have been incorporated 
that the change ie regarded as simply nom- 
inal. The American Cotton Oil Trust was the 
pioneer, having been erganigzed in 1886. The 
formation of the trust was due to the fact that 
numerous factories for the production of 
cottor oil sprang up in all parte of the 
country. The supply greatly exceeded the de- 
mand, and prices fell so low that a great 
majority of the. factories ran at a loss. The 
mill-owners met in New York to consider some 
means of putting an end to this destructive 
cowpetition, and in 1886 the American Cotton 
Oil Trust, inmeludimg over fitty of the 
largest mille, was formed. But one 
dividend, amounting to 1 per cent, was paid 
in August, 1887. The trust was at once 


attached thréugh the courts, on the general 


ground that the agreement entered into was 
contrary to public policy, although many 
other causes of action were alleged. and in 
conseqvence a reorganization was effevted in 
July, 1890, under the laws ot New Jersey, by 
which the trust ceased to bea trust, and be- 
came a corporation. Nearly all holders of 
trust certificates agreed to the reorganization, 
which was perfected by the firm of Winslow, 
Lanier & Co. Four million dollars of 8 per 
cent debenture bonds were issued to pay the 
floating debt and provide a working capital. 
The preterred stock is non-cumulative, 
and bears 6 percent interest. It is secured 
by the deposit of $4,6]0,700 certificates of the 
American Cotton Ol Trust. The range of 
prices of trust certificates has beef large; in 
1886 from 30 to 704g, in 1887 from 23% to 64%, in 
1888 from 25 to 575%, in 1889 from 27 to 6lle, and 
in 1890 from 22% to 15%. The President of the 
company is John Ald ige. 

The Chicago Gas Co. was incorporated in 
1887 as the Chicago Gas Trust Co., its object 
being to organize gas properties in the city of 
Chicago. In May, 1890, the name was changed 
to the present title. it owns the stock of 
the Chicago Gas-Light & Coke Co., 
the People’s Gas-Light & Coke Oo., the Equit- 
able Gas-Light & Fuel Co,and the Consumers’ 
Gas Co. The bonds of these companies are 

uaranteed by the Philadelphia Safe Deposit 

o. The stock amounts to $14,887,625. Prices 
have been as high as 65 this year, but have 
drepped to 32. 

LINSEED OIL, SUGAR AND LEAD. 

The National Linseed O11 Co., which was 
Incorporated in 1890 under the laws of IIII- 
nole, as the successer of the Linseed OiljTrust, 
controls the machinery and property of fifty- 
two oll works, located in forty-two cities of 


the United States, including St. Louis, 
Chicago and Minneapolis. Its prod- 
uct is dot h linseed 011 and 


oll cake, used as à food and alsoasa fertil- 
izer. Thecompany employsinthe manufac- 
ture of these articles between 60 and 70 per 
cent of the 13.000,000 busheis of flaxséed raised 
inthis country. The certificates amount to 
$18,000, 000. 

The National Lead Trust was organized in 
1888, and controls a majority of the stock of 


thirty-nine different cempanies, including 
three emelters and one refinery for 
the production of pig ead, 
Certificates to he amount 


t 0 
$89,447,600 are outstanding, but it is the in- 
tention of the company to reduce this amount 
to $33,000,000. The aggregate value ef the 
hg held by the trust placed at $22,- 

1,900, and the total capacity of the works at 
97,000 tons. Last year 77,010 tons were sold, 
and for the last haif of the year the net profits 
aggregated $792,173. The certificates this year 
were quoted at 24, but are now 15. 

One of the most important of the trusts is 
the Suggr Trust. This was organized 
in 1887 for the purpose of con- 
trolling the sugar refining business of 
the United States, It embraces twenty-one 
factories, with a daily capacity of 382,300 
barrels. Eleven of these houses are situated 
lu the vi@inity of New York, with a capacity 
of 22,900 Darrele; four are In Boston, eapable of 

roducing 45, barfele, and the others are 

ocated In St. Louis, San Francisco and New 
Orleans. There aresix refineries not in the 
trust, all except ong located in Philadelphia. 
Their daily capacity is 13,900 barreis. In June 
of the present year the courts decided that 
the North River company had forfeited its 
charter by joining the trust, and a plan is now 
im preparation for a reorganization on a legal 
basis. The trust has issued certificates to the 
amount of 850, 000, 000, on which a quarteriy dl- 
vidend of 24% per cent has been paid. There has 
been 2 fail in the prices, 9% having 
been paid this year, present quotations being

THE PROBATED WILL ALLFGFD TO BE 4 
FORGED DOCUMENT. 


An Unexpected Tarn in the Preceedings in 
Judge Lacombe’s Ceurt Yesterday—The 
Attorney Fer thé Irish Heirs Charges 
Wrorg and Fraud—Only a Copy of the 
Will Filed ia the Sarregate’s Office. 


New York, Nov. 22. 

HE contest of the will 
of the late A. T. Stew- 
art, the merchant 
prince, by the alleged 
Irish heirs, by which 
it is sought to upset 
the pro»ate through a 
suit by Sarah Branagh 
of Belfast, Ireland, to 


dispossess Wm. P. 
Smith, who  hoids 
property in this 


city under the will, 
took an interesting turn yesterday. Wm. 


H. Becor, the lawyer, who, with Benjamin F. 


Butler, represents the heirs, appeared before 


Judge Lacombe in the United States Circuit 
Court and made a motion which was listened 
to with the greatest interest by everybody 
who was in the court-room. 

„It i¢ may please your Honor, said Mr. 
Secor. ‘‘I wish to make an application to per- 
petuate the testimony of a witness to the al- 
leged wWIll of A. T. Stewart. I wish to have 
one of the witnesses to it, Dr. Erastus E. 
Marcy of No. 396 Fifth avenue, examined so 
that his testimony may be perpetuated. He is 
old and infirm and in the natural course of 
events will die. Iask that the clerk of this 
court be made a commissioner to take his 
teatimony. It is proposed to show in thé course 
of this application thatacrimeand fraud has 
been committed and it is a pre-requisite in 
this connection thatthe wil! should be pro- 
duced and I ask that it be produced and left 
in the custody of the clerk of this Court pend- 
ing these proceedings. 

JUDGE HILTON’S COUNSEL. 

Jabish Holmes, who was present, repre- 
senting Lawyer Horace Russell, counsel for 
ex- Judge Hilton, jumped to his feet. ‘‘This 
application,’’ he claimed, is made under a 
wrong section.

Then the deposition of a witness to be used ag 
evidence in a suit to be brought at some 
future time may be taken. Sec. 868 of 
the Revised Statutes, under which 
we want the motion for the ¢xamina- 
tion of Dr. Marcy made, provides 
for the examination of witnesses in a suit 
whioh has already been brought. Our reason 
for this is that the courts of the United 
States have decided that when you attempt 
to use the deposition of a witness and do not 
produce the witness in person on the trial, all 
„proceedings for the taking of that witness’ 
deposition must have been regular or the 
deposition cannot be used. Under that de- 
cision, if anything irregular should be found 
in the taking of Dr. Marcy’s deposition, and 
any accident should prevent us from produc- 
ing our witness, the deposition would be use- 
less, To us it appears thatthe motion under 
sec. 866 would have permitted an irregu- 
3 to begin with; as we are anxious to bave 
Dr. Marcy’s testimony, we contended thatthe 
motion be made underthe proper section. 
The objections to this by Mr. Secor and his 
other efforts to annoy us were merely for the 
e of —— 4 some excitement ana 

eaping up interest in the action. There was 
an effort to enter another motion with the 
same objectin view, which motion was to 
nave the court require Mr. Russell to produce 
the Stewart will in court. The court promptiy 
threw the motion out, deciding that there was 
no such matter in court. Though it was not 
necessary, I said in open court that the Stew- 
art will was in our office nere where any one 
who had the right may come and see it when- 
ever so disposed.

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A HORSE-THIEF CHASE 


TWO OF THEM SLAIN IN A GALLOPING BAT 
TLE IN KANSAS. 


Mere Arrests in the Hennessey Case—Dalias 
Burglars in the Toils—A Mermen Evan. 
gelist Beunced—Sensational Shoeting at 
Kicwa, Kan.

went south, and last evening he discoVered 
they had left the surpins of horses at Preston 
in Pratt County, and, having one apiece, 

Went on south. Lastevening they were lo- 

Gated near Cairo, twenty miles south, anda 

posse of twenty after a running fire of three 

miles so hotly pressed the gang that two of 
them, falling behind were shot and the horses 
oftwo were killed. The two died last night and 
the two relieved of their horses escaped in the 
woods. Three others went abead on horse- 
back. © Darkness shut off pursuit, and 
this morning the chase was taken up again. 

About noon the five were found in camp, thirty 

miles south of the north part of Clark County, 
The two relieved of their horses las: even- 

ing had during the night stolen horses 

and bad joined the party again. They gave a 

chase offive miles, during which both the 

posse and thieves indulged in a liberal fire. 

Three of the horses ofthe posse were killed 

and one of the men, Ira Haste, shot in 

the leg. At last the gang sur- 
rendered, not, however, until three of them 


had been stomached with lead. They were 
mot seriously injured and were taken to 
Ashiand for safe-keeping for a few days. 
The three showing evidence of the battle are 
Jim Hite, Ora Jameson, Bob Sykes. The 
other two are Tom Osten and Bert Morgan. 
The two that died last night gave their 
names as Thornton and West. 

Those captured to-day, Sykes and Oeston, 
‘are known to be old-time thieves. They have 
been at the business for years and prominent 
ly identified with the gang operating in Kan- 
exe and Texas, with hiding places in No- 
Man’s-Land. The citizens of Clark County 
have been annoyed greatly by them,and there 
are threats of lynching. The officers there, as 
well as Sheriff Schraider, insist that they will 
protect them, and the final result is in doubt.

The „Conductor Racket. 
GAINESVILLE, Tex., Nov. 22.— R. E. Logan, 
alias J. A. Hoskins, a young man from 


Kansas, who has been stopping in 
this olty for a few days, was arrested and put 


in jail to-day for working the conductor 


racket. He was dressed to rep- 
resent a conductor and he would 
mest up with an unsuspecting young man 
from the count and represented himself as 
a freight conductor wanting to employ a 
brakeman to commence work on the next 
freight train out. On closing a contract the 
country lad is given an order to some imagin- 
ary individual at the round house 
for 4 cap, lantern and necessary 
equipments for a brakeman. After indicat- 
ing a place of meeting and fixing the time at 
an hour later the lad is burried off to the 
round-house. As the lad is leaving he is re- 
called by the impostor, who requests the 
Would-be brakewan to purchase at 
a certain place enough meal tickets for one 
month. The impostor of course has a cut 
rate for his brakeman. There is little time to 
be wasted andthe accommodating conductor 
on being furnished the money will buy the 
tickets for the new rallroader. This profferred 
service is generally met promptly bythe party 
to be duped, im most cases the last cent being 
handed over to the impostor. Usually the 
country lad has enough money to make the 
whole payment in advance, and if notis in- 
formed by the sharper, ‘‘Never mind the 
whole amount; give me what you have and 1 
willadvance the balance of the money for 

ou, whieh I will collect when you draw your 

ret month’s pay. 

The would-be brakeman hurries to the 
round-house for his equipment and the seif- 
styled conductor leaves for bis hiding- place. 
At least half a dozen young erangers have 
been victimized in this way by this sharper 
during the past few days. The amounts thus 
secured vary from $8 to $20. 

He was arrested to-day sbortly after run- 
ming the racket on a young fellow just in from 
the Indian Territory. The young man real- 
ized in afew minutes after the supposed con- 
duoter leit him that he was duped and ac- 
cordingly followed him up, and, locating him 
in a saloon, had him arrested. Two young 
men came in this evening from Sherman, 
Grayson Oounty, and identified Logan as the 
same who played the conductor racket on 
them in Sherman some two weeks ago, 
getting #0 from them. They say there will be 
some half a dozen of the same kind of cases 
fied against him in Grayson County at once 
by young men he has victimized, and 
about the same number of like causes will be 
made against him in this (Cooke) county. 

The Grand-jury convenes here next Monday 
and the County Attorney will have the 
fraudulent conductor Imdicted in at least six 
cases and probably more, as new victims of 
the fraud are said to be numerous in the sur- 
rounding country who have not yet made 
complaint against him. The crimes committed 
by Logan are cach a penitentiary affense. 


Charges and Counter Charges. 


Kansas CiTY, Mo., Nov. 22.—H. A. Mitchell, 
Geacon in the Immanuel Congregational 
Church of Rosedale, a suburb, was arrested 
at noon to-day by Policeman Parker 


on a Main street cable car in 
this city on a warrant charging him 
with crimipal libel. The warrant was sworn 
out before Justice Worthen by the Rev. Geo.

A Bloedy Family Affair. 


Paris, Tex., Nov. 22.—Deputy Marshal Dave 
Bohannon camein to-day with Jesse Gard- 
ner, a prominent citizen of the Ohoctaw 
Nation, who is charged with the murder 


of his nephew, Noel Gardner, near 
Atoka, I. T., on the 9th inst. There had 
been a grudge between the men for a long 
time on account of some property. It seems 
Noel Garaner stayed all night at the home 
piace against the protest of Jesse Gardner. 
About 10 o’clock Jesse Gardner appeared at 
the door of the kitchen, where the deceased 
witness and her children were, and ordere 
the party from bis premises with a threat to 
kill all of them. 

Noel picked up his hat and valise and was 
about to step from the porch of the buliding 
when Jesse fired on him with a Winchester, 
the ball taking effect In the back ef the right 
shoulder and passing through the body. He 
died in afew minutes. 

The defendant claims that Noel war a gen- 
eral bad character, and that he had twice at- 
tempted Jesse Gardner's life. Upon one oc: 
casion Jesse Gardner had him arrested, a cir- 
cumstance from which later sprung a quarrel 
between the officer and Noel, in which 
the ofmfcor was killed. He says that 
Noel had quite recently threatehed to kill his 
step-brother. Jesse Gardner has hitherto 
Dorne a good reputation, and was until re- 
cently clerk of the county of Atoka. 

Both men are Indians, but the court here 
has jurisdiction, because Noel Gardner was a 
regular posse man for several deputy mar- 
Shale for along time.

FROM LUKE O’REILLY- 


A Dispute in a Saloen on Bast Davis Street 
Last Night Leads te a Probable Murder— 
A Mob Surroudsds the Cowardly Weuld- 
Be Murderer and Attempts to Lynch 
Him—A Deplorable Affair. 


PROBABLY fata! 
shooting affray oc- 
cnrred about - 5:50 
o’clock last evening 
in the saloon of 
apt. Joseph 
Schmidt, 400 East 
Davis street. The 
shooting was an un- 
provoked one, and 
the would-be mur- 
derer is now safely 
locked up in the 
Carondelet Police Station. Luke O'“ Reilley 
entered the saloon atthe above stated time 
with a pitcher and called for 10 cents worth 
of beer. « Capt. Schmidt was the 
only one in the saloon at 
the time and the stranger began conversing 
about the weather. A little girl named Delia 
Delaney accompanied O'Reilly into the 
saloon. While Mr. Schmidt and the man were 
talking, John Schmiat, thejeldest senjof Mr. 
Sbmidt ,called his father and announced that 
supper was ready. Before Mr. Schmidt left 
the bar, O’Reilloy told him to put another 5 
cents’ worth of beer ino the pitcher. After 
this O’Rellley said: 
‘‘Captain I am busted; cant you trust me?’’ 
THREW MONEY IN HIS FACB. 

Young Schmidt passed some kind of a re- 
mark aboutthe man being a stranger asking 
for credit. Whereupon O’Reilly pulled outa 
half dollar and threw it in Mr. Schmidt’s face. 
In another instant and before father or 


son could realize what the man was up to be 
pulled out a Smith & Wesson revojver, 
of thirty-two calibre and fired 
a shot directly at Capt. Schmidt. 
Just as he fired the son stepped in front of bis 
father and received the ball in the right abdo- 
men. The boy fell to the floor mortally 
wounded. Jos. Schmidt rushed for the man 
and a deadly encounter took place for 
the possession of the revolver. Robert R. 
Laurie, a railroad man, happened to pass by 
the saloon and seeing the captain engaged in 
disarming the man rushed into the saloon and 
dealing O’ Reilty a tearful blow in the face had 
the desired effectef disarming him.

CuicaGco, Nov. 22.—The United States Roll- 
ing Stock Co., having a large plant at Hege- 
wish, was late last night placed in the hands 
of a receiver. The liabilities are given at 
$3,816,000 and the assets at $6,053,000. 

The company was organized in New York in 
1871, with a capital stock of $5,000,000, for the 
purpose of leasing the rolling stock of the 


Atlantic & Western Railway. When this con- 
cern went into the hands of a receiver it dis- 
tributed its business more widely, and also 
went into the manufactufing business. At 
the present time it has extensive works at 
Hegewish, near Chicago; Urbana, O.; N 
Decatur, Ala., and Anniston, Ala. Ite stock 
is largely held in England, to the extent, it is 
said, of fully two-thirds. 

In an interview this afternoon, J. L, High, 
the attorney forthe United States Rolling 
Stock Co., said: 1 do not regard this as a 
failure. The facts are that the company’s 
assets exceed its liabilities by at least §2,- 
237,000. The value whieh we set upon our 
property in our petition is the actual cost 
value, and no allowance has been made in our 
appraisement for the enormous increase in 
the value of our lands. The company was uns- 
ble to obtain speedy payments from various 
raliroads for which they bullt stock cars. The 
stringency of the money market added to its} 
dilemma.

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CHICAGO OFFICIALS DISCUSS THE CONSOLI- 
- DATION BEING MADE. 


Gould Said te Bein Controt of All Western 
Trunk Lines, Except the Canadian Pa- 
cilice—Mr. Ames Admits the *‘Wizard’’ 
Will Be in the Dien Pacific Beard 
Railway News. 


ORICAGO, III., Nov. 22.—President Breyfogie 
ofthe Monon returned yesterday from New 
York, where he has been since the beginning 
ofthe financial furry. He said: Tue opia- 
fon of those who know most of the recent 
railroad deals is that Mr. Gould and his 
friends have controi of all the trunk lines 
west of Chicago, except the Oanadian Pacific. 
Of course, the rumors are legion, but the in- 
siders concede what 1 have just said. 
They agree that Mr. Gould, Mr. Ames 
and Mr. Sage absolutely control the Union 
Pacific. Also that the Rockefellers,who owns 
the Missouri, Kansas & Texas, are helping the 
Northera Pacific and Nerth American in such 
@ Way as to give them control and incidentally 
put Decker, Howella 4 Co. again on their 
feet. That firm had over $8,000,000 of se- 
curities in excess of their liabilities, 
and with the KRockefellers controlling 
the Northern Pacific and North 
American properties the securities 
will rise to the old prices. Gould and Hunt- 
imgton control the Pacific roads, and a ber- 
fect understanding exists between the two as 
far as the Southern Pacific is concerned. The 
result of these deals cannot help being a good 
one to Western roads. Stable and remunera- 
tive rates will be established. The recent 
financial troubles will have no effect om our 
GXtension inte the Indiana coal fields. We 
are bard at work on them and will complete 
them as soon as possibie.’’ 

PRESIDENT T. B. BLACKSTONE 
of the Alton said: ‘‘The present railway 
situation may be regarded as hopeful, because 
u does not seem possible for it to become 
“worse. Public sentiment is in favor of un- 
restricted competition. Then again such 
consolidations form combinations which are 


liable to fall to pieces dt their own weight. It 
ig more than probable that these two causes 
may operate to overturn any consolidation of 
several systems with a view to placing the 
absolute control ofthe traffic of the country 
in one man or a syndicate. In my mind there 
is that the interest of 
the public ad be served if all 
the railroads were under one control, either 
individual or of the Government. There 
would then be one responsible head and 
every body would know where to look to se- 
cure by legislation or popular sentiment a 
remedy for any evil.“ 
SAID CHAIRMAN WALKER 

ofthe Interstate Commerce Rallway Asso- 
Clation and an ex-member ef the Interstate 
Commerce Commission: ‘‘The vast changes 
of late in railroad control are the natural 
eonsequence of the anti-pooling section 
of the interstate commerce law. Mr. Gould, 
ifhe has effected the reported deals of the 
past few days, is simply taking the best 
course under the law by which he can protect 
his own interests and those of the stockholid- 


ers whom he represevts. If the pub- 
lie, which controls the legisiation, would 
realize it, there is no barm in + 


pool under the supervision and control of 
State and Federal autborities. The rates con- 
sequently —— just and reasonable the ten- 
dency towards consolidation of railroad 
interests would be checked. While pooling 
is not the panacea for disturbances „ 
railroads which is sometimes claimed. it 
tends to preserve the independent existence 
ofall the different lines, and to prevent dis- 


crimination among shippers. The anti 
pooling section of the law has proved a 
failure; agreemente of the character 


should at once be legalized, but under Federal 
control, and the commission should be em- 
powered to cancel them if they are used in 
any way to the oppression ofthe public. Itis 
not possibile in any other way to preyent the 
speedy concentration of the entire railway 
control of the country ip the hands of a few 
individuals. The national traneportation 
also will hereafter demand a conference be- 
fore the railroads put into effect any regula- 
tions of a national character. 
SAID COMMISSIONER INGLEHARDT 

ofthe Chicago Freight Bureau: We wi 
work hand-in-hand with the rallroads as long 
as their legisiation is just. We are in no 
sense antagonisticto them, except that we 
stand no oppression or discrimination. 
We doe not ask lower rates. We simply ask 


just and non-disoriminative rates. On 
all national questions we want 
to be represented in the 


deliberation of the, railroads. Our members 
WII soon control over 95 per cent of the entire 
trafic of the entire country, and itis no more 
than fair that we be consuited.’’

Charged With KRate-Cutting. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Nov. 22.—The Kansas 
City, Wyandotte 4 Northwestern Railroad, 
the latest purchase of Jay Gould In this seo- 
tion, is accused of violating its agreement by 
selling tickets to Western points, when 


the destination was only local, at 
the proportion of through rates. The 
tickets, it was asserted, were sold at this 


through rate proportion when that was lese 
than the local and read in connection with 
another line when no such connection was 
made, On account of this breach the con- 
necting lines bave announced that tickets 
issued by the Wyandotte will not 
be honored. The Wyandotte officials 
say that the charge was based 
on the sale of a ticket by a broker and that 
the roed wasentirely innocent of the trans- 


action. The price of the ticket 
which was **scalped’’ made the 
fare from Kansas City to Beatrice only 


55 cents, and the Wyandotte people say they 
would certainly net carry passengers at that 
rate. The matter ia being considered, and it 
is probable that the incipient boycott will be 
removed, asthe Wyandotte officials say they 
can prove their innocence of the charge. 


Chicage’s Stock Yard Treubles. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 22.—The recent purchase of 
5,000 acres of land near Hammond, Ind., by 
Messrs. Armour, Swift and Morris, the big 
packers aed dressed beef dealers, has caused 


adecided stiratthe stock yards and among 
the railroads which were interested ip the es 
tablishmentofa new stock yards’ plant ata 
point some miles west of thecity. The seces- 
sion ef the dressed beef men not only threat- 
ened to seriously interfere with the value 
of the plant at the present stock 
yards, but also to jeopardize the success of 
the other venture. The result has been that 
with the ald of English capital a project is on 
foot for enlarwing the facilities of the present 
stock yards and the erection of immense 
packing houses to be operated in opposition 
to Messrs. Armour, Swiit and Morris. Secre- 
tary Williams of the stock yards company 
says: ‘*The capital is to come from New York, 
Boston, London and Chicago. The enterprise 
is not confined to Chicago. It will take in 
Kansas City and Omaha, where similar houses 
willte erected. It will take about $8,000,000 
or $10,000,000 to get it well under way.

PRINGFIELD, E., 
Nov. 22.—the echoes 
that are still coming 
from the crash caused 
by the political Johns 
town, grate harshly 
on the ears of the de-

happened. The House of Representative is 
now reasonably safe te the Democrats, and if 
results of the investigations of fraud among 
Republican voters oontinue to develop, there 
is a prospect of a working majority. The fact 
that the great state of Illinois has gone 
solidly Democratic is a cause for rejoicing 
among those who have tired of rotten rule 
and are now in position te enjoy «@ 
season of honest government that will afford 
just protection to the poor as well as the rich. 

One of the most noted fights of the cam- 
paign was made against Congressman Fithian 
of the Sixth Congressional District. The war 
was a desperate one, in which the Repub- 
lican’® refused to nomipate a candidate and 
joined with the Farmers’ Mutual Benefit As- 
sociation in a combination to defeat Mr. 
Fithfan. Notwithstanding all this, he was 
cleeted by double the majority that he re- 
celved two years ago. 

One of the surprises was the defeat of the 
Republican member, Congressman Guest, by 
the rallroad millionaire, Cable, in the Rock 
Island district. It is reported that Chandler, 


Republican, in the MacombD distriot is elected, 
but investigations now In progress are likely 
to prove that through the desperate efforts of 
Mr. Guest in hie fight with Mr. Cable, enough 
fraudulent votes have been deposited to de- 
feat Chandler and elect Mr. D. C. Graham, 
his Democratic opponent.

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THEY MADE NO THREATS, 


MEMBERS OF THE MECHANICS’ FXCRANGE 
DISCUSS MAJ. MURPHY’S LETTER. 


They All Deny That He Had Any Good 
Greunds fer His Assertions About 
Threats of Political Oppesition — Mr, 


Mockler Tells What Was Said—Talks 
With Other Members, 
The Mechanics’ Exchange, which is an 


organization consisting of nearly all of the 
buliders and contractors in the city, is now 
fully occupied in resenting a statement made 
by Street Commissioner Murphy. Two or 
three days ago they were mad because be 


bad announced his intention to make 
some new rules as to where building 
material should be put, but that has 


dwindied into lesser significance than a re- 
mark he made In his letter to the Exchange, 
explaining his action. The case dates back 
sometime. Shortly ter Maj. Murphy be- 
came Street Commissioner he had occasion t 


observe that the builders made very 
free with the street and spread 
ther material and mortar all over 


the street with very little regard for the com- 
fort of the public at large. Maj. Murphy then 
developed the idea and worked it out, and | 
the decision was that this thing should be 
brought within proper limits and the space to 
be occupied by dullders should be defined. 
When the Mechanics’ Exchange heard of this 
it held a meeting and with that freedom 
of speech which characterizes contractors 


they worked up their organization to quite a 
high pitch, and then concentrated it in a 
resolution which wassent to Maj. Murphy. 
Then the trouble began anew. A committee 
was appointed, consisting of Daniel Evans, 
Thomas Mockler, P. McGrath, Wm. A. Rut- 
ter and Anthony Ittner, totake charge of the 


matter. Of these Messrs. Evans, Mockler 
and McGrath were selected to 
deliver to Maj. Murphy in his 


own sanctum the protest against any changes. 
They went and Maj. Murphy attempted to ex- 
plain, which aroused the committee, and es- 
pecially Mr. Mockier, who said something 
which Maj. Murphy understood to mean that 
if he did not yen with the request of the 
Exchange the political might of that organ 
zation would be directed against the adminis- 
tration in the next campaign. 


SAYS HE WAS THREATENED. 

What the exact statement was is hard to 
tell, but Maj. Murphy, in his reply to the Ex- 
change, writes: 

‘*I would bave explained my purpose’ to 
the committee composed of Messrs. Evans, 
Mockler and McGrath. who called on me rel- 
ative to the matter, but was met at the very 
outset of our conference with threats of po- 
litical opposition from your honorable body 
if I did not conform to the views of your com- 
mittee.’’ 

‘*The words used by a member of that com- 
mittee were that I. if I persisted in carrying 
out the reform reguiations I proposed, the 
question would be madea political issue and 
would be carried into the next campaign. 
Under athreatofthis kind you will see at 
once that my self-respect and my sense of 
official duty would not permitofmy making 
the explanation that Lfelt was due your or- 
ganization, and that I had prepared myself to 
give. Ithen requested that a communication 
be forwarded me from your Board of Direct- 
ors.’’ 

The answer of Maj. Murphy was put ina 
conspicuous place on the bulletin board of the 
Exchange where it was found and read by all 
of the members who immediately got mad: 
After talking the thing over they decided that 
it had not said and this 
decision coupled the previous 
grievunce made them ail the more indignant, 
The members of the commtttee and other 
members of the Exchange were seen yester- 
day and asked abeut the case, and their 
opinions of the Street Commissioner’s rule. 
Mr. Thomas Mockler makes the follewing 
statement of his case: 


MR. MOCKLERS STATEMENT. 

In relation to the paragraph in Mr. Mur- 

hy’s letter to the com mittee of the Mechanics’ 

xchange where he —. hp awmember of the 
committee with threatening the political op- 
position of the éxchange, is wrong, what was 
said was said by me. 

Mr. Murphy gave a lengthy explanation of 
his views of reform; among others was one 


regulation requiring the applicaut for a 
building permit to et a permit 
from the Building Commissioner 


and then take the permit to the Street Com- 
missioner for bis approval. Then the Street 
Commissioner would send one of bis special 
inspectors toview the site of the proposed 
building and he was to say where to place the 
material, Mr. Maphy endorsing the privilege 
on the permit granted by the Building Com- 
missioner. 

On that proposition I distinctly stated to Mr. 
Murphy that us an individual, and not as a 
member .of the committee, 1 was against 
the administration. I deem it due to the 
Mechanics’ Exchange to make this explana- 
tion, asthe Mechanics’ Exchange is not «a 
political body as referred to by Mr. Murphy. 

Chairman Daniel Evans was seen, and said: 
do not remember of any such threats being 
made, and 1 know certainly that 1 did not 
make them. There were three of us 
but I did not hear anyone make 
such a statement as that. Ido not think that 
his new rules are so bad except where he says 
be will revoke the permit if it 1s not complied 
with in every way. ‘That is rather severe and 
will certainly lead to trouble. 

Mr. Patrick McGrath, another member of 
the committee, said: ‘‘Idid not make any 


political threats to Mr. Murphy 
and I don’t know. as anyone 
did. Wwe went up there to tail 


= 
the thing over and not to make threats of any 
kind. Now that be has told usexactly what 
he willl do I don’t think it is so bad, but every 
restriction he put ou the builder certainiy 
hurts bullding in St, Louis.’’ 


WANTS REFORM, 


Henry Fuerbach said: ‘‘There is an old pro- 
verb which says, ‘a new broom sweeps clean,’ 
Maj. Murphy, guess, is one of these 
ew brooms. He wants to reform 
everything at once and is getting into troubie 
in consequence. He will get over it, I guess, 
and let people go along in their owa way 
about their own business. I don’t think that 
he will put teo many restraints on the 
batlders, but be does not know what he is 
talking about when he talks of the Exc 
being political.’

The 
decument was found n a tin box, evidently 
made for it, and had been overlooked in the 
library tor a century and a half. In fact, no 
recordjof its existence in the library was 
known and it must have lain undisturbed 
where it was found since 1741. The Frank/fur-

rtant one and agrees with Prof. Dziatzko 

n his statement, as appears in a pamphlet 

ublishec by the professor in regard to the 
ocument, that it setties: 

I. That the business contract between 
Gutenberg and Faust, which was terminated 
Nov. 6, 1455, was in relation to furnishing 
printed books. 

2. That Gutenberg alone was director af the 
work during the existenoe of the contract. 

3. That this contract extended back to the 
beginning of the year 1450. 

4. That the invention of Gutenberg had 
been perfected before the contract to such a 
ee that be could demonstrate its practica- 

Un, that he could show Faust that books 
could be printed from his type, and more 
cheaply and quickly too, and with as much 
neatness as books written in the old way. 

Although there was pretty good evidence to 
substan these ints before, it was most- 
ly what might be cailed hearsay evidence or 
circumstantial evidence, and they were al- 
ways denied by the advocates of the claims of 
Goster of Holland, and Castaldi of Italy, te 
the honor of the discovery or invention of 

„ It was ouly afew years ago, 1868, 

at the citizens of Feltze, Italy, erected a 
monument in honor of their townsmas, Pam- 

Wilo Castaidi, who, they claim, was the 

ather of the art of printing. Castaldi wae a 
man of education and a nobleman, who was 
born in the beginning of the fourteenth cen- 
tury. 

Another city which claims the honor of the 
discovery is Harlem, Holland, and only three 
years ago Prof. Hessels of Cam bridge, EKn- 
land, published a work entitled Harlem 
the Birthplace of Printing and Not Mentz 
(Mayence).’’ 

ANOTHER IMPORTANT DISCOVERY. 

Another noteworthy discovery in support of 
the claims of Gutenberg, and second only to 
that of the notarial papers above referred to, 
was made a few weeks ago by Dr. Lieber, the 
librarian of the university Iibrary at Basle, 
Switzerland. The new evidence consists of 
letter in Latin written by Prof. Wm. 
Fichet, rector of the University of Paris, to 
his friend Robert Gaguin, and published ina 
copy of Gasparin’s ‘‘Liber Orthographiae.’’ 
The edition of this work, to which most of the 
copies of Gasparin’s work belong, does not 
econtain Prof. Fichet’s letter, and the letter 
was lost tu the world until discovered by Dr. 
Lieber in the Basle university’s copy of the 
book. 

RECTOR FICHET’S LETTER. 

„As reported,’’ says Prof. Fichet in his 
letter, there was a man near Mayence, a 
certain John, witb the family name ot Bone- 
monturus (Good Mountain or Guttenberg), 
who invented the art of printing, by which 
letters are made, not with a tube as the 
ancients made them, or with a pen, as we now 
make them, but with metal type. This man 
certainly merits all the praise that all the 
muses and all the arte and the tongues of ali 
men who enjoy books can give. 
This Bonemonturus has invented something 
more pleasant and godlike than Ceres, for he 
has made letters by which everything which 
man can write or think can be reproduced 
with great rapidity, and thus handed down to 
posterity. Nor should Ii fail to mention the 


Gutenberg,a citizen of Mainz,’’ while Johann 
Schaeffer, son of Faust’s partner, successor 
to Gutenberg’s first printing establishment, 
published in 1605 in his preface to a sqrmon 
transiation of Livy, that ‘‘at Mainz origi- 
nally the admirable art of printijpg was in- 
vented particularly by the ingenYous Johann 
Gutenberg, 1450, and that it was subsequently 
improved and propagated to posterity by the 
wealth and labors of Johann Fust and Peter 
Schaeffer.’’

NATIONAL BANKS. 


Henry 8. Chase’s Lecture Last Night at 
Benton. 


Henry 8. Chase delivered a lecture before 
the Benton School of Social Science on Na- 
tional Banks’’ last night at Benton Station. 


He said: 

‘*Speculation and mercantile gambling is 
stimulated by diminishing or expanding the 
circulating medium. Panics and disastrous 


commercial nvulsions follow sudden or 
even gradual ntraction of the people’s 
money. 

The great gambling era of 1834-35-36, which 
Ileaw, was caused by President Jackson’s 
removal of the Government cash from Bid- 
die’s bank in Philadelphia to various private 
banks chartered by the States of the 
Union. State banks got the use of those 
millions without interest and loaned it to 
individuals at 6 per cent. People took the 
money eagerly and gambied with it, as they 
do now, in land, wheat, hogs, cotton and 
whale oll. In 1887 the bubbles got as thin as 
they could well be without bursting. Then 
one after anotber collapsed and it seemed as 
though the country wasruined. The country 
was not ruined, though many families were 
financially. There was not a dollar’s worth 
of real wealth less in 1837 than there was in 
1836. The people had learned one lesson, 
only to forget it, and things went on as before 
until the crash of 1857 came. 

»The bank which I have spoken of as Bid- 
die’s Bank, was called the United States 
Bank, under which name it had once been 
chartered, and though not a Government ita- 
stitution, it had always been more or less the 
servant ofthe Government. Having become 
the pet of the administrations, until the 
election of Andrew Jackson, prosperity 
had spoiled it, and it had de- 
come the dictator of elections. For that 
reason Jackson cut its head off by removing 
the cash of the United States from its vaults. 
The State banks which then became the de- 
positors of the Government received from the 
people the name of pet banks. 

The great dividends paid the stockholders 
of the United States Bank uptothe time ot 
Jackson’s administration encouraged private 
banking in the States, which latter granted 
charters to individuals to not only 
loan United States money, but to 
make and issue banknotes of their own, to an 
a mount about double that of their gold and 
silver reserve capital. But the banks aid 
about as they pleased and loaned, not only 
thelr own notes, but their gold and silver 
coin and much of their deposits. This wiid- 
cat banking resulted seriously to industry and 
led to thelr suppression by law. 

be rise of national banks was caused by 
the necessities of the United States and the 
ignorance of the people. The plutocrats 
and robbers who have always lived 
off the labor of the people , took 
advantage of necessity and ignorance, and in- 
fluenced the administration to organize the 
ureatrobbers of industry. The war of 1861 
created a great demand for money with which 
to prosecute the campaigns. The Goveérn- 
ment issued interest-bearing bonds for this 
purpose, selling them for less than par and 
taking for them the paper money of the State 
banks ana coin. In 1862 the Government 
issued $150,000,000 of ‘greenbacks,’ legal ten- 
der notes. Then R chartered national 
banks. Men took greenbacks and bought 
United States bonds bearing interest. They 
took $100,000 worth of bonds to Washington, 
left them there for safe keeping and took 
home with them $90,000,000 of national bank- 
notes, which the Government let them have 
in place ofthe bonds. With these notes they 
setup a bank-vault, plate glass windows, ma- 
bogany counters and richly furnished cash- 
ler’s and directors’ rooms. From Washing- 
ton they received their semi-annual interest 
on their $100,000 of bonds. On their ninety 
thousand national bank dollars, which the 
Government kindly loaned them for nothing, 
they got 7, 8 and 10 per cent from their ber-

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Gutenberg claim, which was only recently 
discovered and mention of whichis made in 
the newspaper clipping received 
by Mr. Dziatzko, is furnishea 
by A letter in French written 
by Abbe Regnim in the year 1444, and found in 
the municipal archives of Avignon, France. 
The letter states that a certain Proncopius 
Waldvogel had entered into contracts with 
certain citizens of Avignon to give them 
imatruction in the art of printing and to 
farnish the necessary materials, those receiv- 
ing the instructions and materials binding 
themselves not to divuigethe secret under 
Penalty of heavy fines. The letter speake of 
forty-eight letters made of iron, forty-eight 
forms in tin, and also Hebrew letters and 
ether material furnished by Waldvogel. 

The Frankfurter Zeifung cites tho as evi 
dence that Gutenberg printed books secretly 
and gave instructions privately in the art of 
printing before his removal from Strassburg 
to Mayenece, in 1440. Waldvogel, himself, is 
mentioned nowhere as the inventor of the 
new art. 

BOHEMIA’S CLAIM. 

The biographers of Gutenberg generally 

ive Mayence as his birthplace, saying that 

© moved to Strassburg when a young 
man, that he was there as early as 
1484 and perbaps earlier, and remained there 
til about 1440 and a little later, when he re- 
turned to Strassburg, but a new olaimant for 
the honor of bis nativity comes from Bo- 
hemia, Wiraricky, a Bohemian author baving 
recentiy published a work in which he says 
that Jean Gutenberg, the inventor of printing, 
was born at Kuttenberg, Bohemia, and that 
be afterwards removed to Mayence. 

David Gans, a Hebrew author, says in a 
jester written in Prague in 1592, mentions 
Johannes Gutenberg as the inventor of the 
art of printing in the year 5200, which would 
be 1440 A. D. He says in hie letter: ‘‘Praised 
by He who biesses mankind with knowledge 
and teaches mortals wisdom. Praised be he 
who gives expression to his favors oy means 
of an art such as this, for the use of dwellers 
on this earth, by means of an art which has 
mot bad its equal in all the arts and sciences 
since the creation of the world. Not only 
positive theology, philosophy and the other 
seven arte, but also all of the attainments 
suitable to this life have gained by means of 
book printing not only inner perfection but 
outward expansion as well. 

The Catholikon, puaiianss —4 Gutenberg in 
1460, has the foll@ving on its title page: With 
the assistance of the Most High, at whose nod 
tongue are made to speak, and who often 
makes clear to the humbiest what he conceais 
from the wisest, is published this magnificent 
Catholikon, in the year of Oirist’s incarnation, 
1460, in the noble city of Mayence, Germany,’’ 

GUTENBERG’S LIFE. 

All of the above letters and statements are 
published by the Frankfurter - Zeitung already 
referred to and most of them are given as 
new evidence to substantiate evidence pre-

OLDEST MAN IN WASHINGTON, 


Character Whe Haunts the 


Leading Hotels.

WasSHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 20.— The oldest 
mn in Washington is supposed to be George 
Bancroft, who isjustas old as the century, 
and who, Lam told, is falling rapidly. He has 
given up his literary work and spends much 


more of his time within doors than he has 
ever done before. Three years ago he told 
me that he could ride on horseback thirty 
miles atatime without tiring. He has been 
doing no riding at all this fall and he seems to 
have given up the long walks that he took 
last winter. Heis not, however, the oldest 
man in Washington. There is a rare old 
character whe baunts the leading Washing - 
ton hbhotele night after night, who says 
he was born im 1792, and who tis 
now 98 years of age. This man’s name is 
Arnaud, or Arnot, and he has had a life as 
Wild and varied as that of any hero of fiction. 
He was born in West Virginia, and he tells me 
that ne ran away from the block house where 
his parents lives, and joined the Indians at the 
age of 18. He was fora time a Cherokee Chief, 
and he was a contractor bere at the time that 
Jackeon was President. He has seen all the 
Presidents back to Jefferson, and Washing 
ton died when he was 7 years old. Before the 
building of the Pacific railroad, he ran a pony 
express across the piains, and of late years he 
bas been employed in the Government de- 
partments. He is atbrifty man and appreci- 
ates, Iam told, the value of interest, and his 
chief business now is lending money to gov- 
erment employes, atahigh rate of monthly 
interest. ne of the most remarkable things 
about Lim is his dress, and this 
attracts attention to him wherever 
he goes. Re wears an old-fashioned 
shad bellied coat with brass buttons, a ruf- 
fied shirt, alow ent vest and curiously out 
pantaloons, which come down over patent 
leather pumps decorated with large silver 
buckles. He wearsasilk hat, awhite cellar 
and a white stock, and be has a gold watch 
lob hanging out from under bis vest, to which 
is attached a gold seal as big around as a 
trade dollar. eis nota pious old man and 
he has notabigh opinion of the Presidents 
and the statesmen of to-day. He says they 
are pigmies compared with the great men of 
his youth and he speaks of the abilities of 
Cleveland and Harrison in terms that are far 
from complimentary. He attributes his ripe 
old age to a good constitution and freedom 
from doctors. He both smokes and chews, 
says he bas drunken enough whisky to float a 
ship and has married three wives and buried 
them all. He tells me that his health is per- 
fect and that he expects to live to be at 
least 110.

As 
a conseqnence some rather valuadle 
and many decidedly interesting facts 
and figures relative to St. Louis were gath- 
ered, and much Information obtained and im- 
parted. Asan illustration of the earnestness 
with which the members of the Civies Club’’ 
are pursuing their scheme of self-culture 
under the direction of Mr. W. L. Sheldon, the 
papers containing their séif-collected ‘‘ Facts 
About St. Louis“ are exceedingly significant. 
The only time availabie for preparing the pa- 
pers was that between the working hours of 
the club members, all of whom are employed 
in varieus mercantile, manufacturing and 
other establishmente, and the papers, as 
finally delivered tothe club Secretary, Wm. 
Schwelter, reflect the greatest credit upon the 
club membership. 
FACTS ABOUT sr. LOUIS. 

Under the general head of Facts About St. 

Loule, the subddivision of subjects was 


mostly varied. Mr. C. D. Merrem of 1022 North 
Eleventh street was assigned to get the com- 
plete history of Forest Park, and J. Silver to 
get its dimensions, number of miles of roads, 
the character of the Park Commissioner’s 
office, ete.

„ finding the number of miles of horse- 
lines, cable and electric roads, 
now in operation. The History 
Street Rall wave, with QGgures giv- 
ing their separate and combined values, 
was prepared by Jeff Donnell of 2612 
Chestnut street. L. C. Horn of 2028 Wash 
street went to the Tax Collector’s office and 
gathered statistics about the Wealth of St. 
Louls. The Number of Miles of Streets, 
with incidental figures aud other information 
ofa kindred nature was given in the paper of 
George Crocker of 1938 North Terth street. 
The ‘‘History of the Eads’ Bridge“ 
was written for the lub dy 8. 
8. Adkins of 930 Chambers street, 
and that of the. Merchants’ Bridge by 
Jobn A. Watkins of 1810 Benton street. J. 
Susanka, 910 Chambers street, named the ten 
largest manufactories in St. Louis, and R. D 
Wall of 1525 Washington avenue discussed the 
Temperature and Rainfall of st. Louis.’’ 
PLEASED WITH THE WORK. 

Prof. Sheldon, who is most enthusiastic re- 
garding the practical benefits arising from 
such effort as is brought out bz the Working- 
men’s Self-Culture Club, was surprised and 
delighted by the solid and satisfactery results 
of Tuesday night’s meeting, and for some 
time to come the club will be kept at work 
along the same line as that so promisingly be- 
gun. The same subject will be taken up at 
ta- morrow night's meeting ofthe South side 
‘*Civios Club, at their quarters, 20044 South 
Broadway, while the North Side branch will 
take for its mext topic, ‘‘Factse About the 
Mayor’s Office; Its Duties and Responsibill- 
tles. 

HISTORY OF FOREST PARE. 

The paper onthe history of Forest Park 
stated that the original owner of the park 

roperty was Mine. Marie Louise Chouteau 
Pasta. to whom the property was conceded 
by a Spanien gentioman, then Mayor of II- 
nois,’’ on Sept. 1, 1796. Some years later part 
of the property became the farm of one Rob- 
ert Forsyth. In 1872 an act was passed Dy the 
State Legisiature authorizing the purchase of 
1,006 acres of land to be used as a 
park, but this act having been deciared un- 
constitutional by the Supreme Court, another 
act was passed March 25, 1874, which, after 
bitter Md GO hy from property Owners, was 

by the Supreme Court. On the re- 
port of an appraiser the County Curt pur- 
chased 1,372 acres of land on Olive street 
road, four miles from tue Court-house, di- 
rectiy west of the center of the city and front- 
ing one mileon King’s highway. The price 
paid was $799,995. There were over 1, 100 acres 
of natural forest in the tract, hence the name 
Forest Park was decided upon. The paper, 
then gave various interesting facts, bringing 
the park history up to the present time. 
ST. LOUIS CLIMATIC CONDITIONS. 

The paper on St. Louis Weather and the Sig- 
nal service reports, after describing the city's 
location in the center of the Mississippi Vai- 
ley, comprising the area covered by the 
eighteen Sentral States of the United States 
and indicating the course of the Mississippi 
River, proceeds as follows; 

„„The latitude of 8t. Louis is 88 deg., m., 
28s. morth; ite longitude 90 deg., 15m.. 16s. 
west. The surface of the city presents three 
natural terraces — parallel with the 
river, te first rising frem the river below 
Front street, which is 32 feet above low water 
mark, to Fourth street, 60 feethigh, From 
thence two more undulations occur, the inet 
rising near Cote Brilliante, about 200 feet 
higher than Front street. 

Ins climate of St. Louis is then treated in 
the paper, and figures given supporting a 
elaim advanced r its healthfulness, as 
shown by the fact that since tLe great cholera

ST. LOUIS AND UTS LTI. 

The ‘‘History of St. Louis is covered quite 
ably from us beginniag in 1764 with a few 
tents pitehed in the present neignborhood of 
the Merchante’ Exchange up to 1770 when there 
were 115 houses in the little village, and 
80 onward te the present time. The most 
valuable real estate is named as that located 
about Olive street from Fourth to Twelfth 
streets.

THE MISSISSIPPI RIVER. 

‘*The Mississippi River“ furnished materia! 
forene ofthe most interesting papers sub- 
mitted at the meeting, from which the fol- 
lowing readable facts are taken: The 
first steambeat to arriye in St. Louis was 
the Zebulon M. 1 built by Prentice 
of Henderson, Ky., on the Oulo . River in 1815. 
This boat was also the sixth boat placed on 
the Mississippi, and the rst to ascend above 
the Ohio. er first trip was made in the 
spring af 1816 to Louls ville, Ky., 250 miles in 
sixty-seven hours, averaging three and a 
quarter miles against the current. She was 
driven by a low-vressure engine witha waik- 
ing beam. Tne wheels had no wheel- 
houses, and the Pike bo@sted of 
but one smokestack. In rapid 
current the crew reinforced steam by using 
poles and running-boards, just as in the 
push boat navigation of barges. The 
Pike only ran in day time, and was six days 
making the trip from Louisville to St. Louis. 
She landed atthe foot of Market street Aug. 
2, 1817, and was welcomed by all the inhabit- 
ants ot the village, among whom was a group 
of indians. The latter were filled with 
dismay as the puffing monster drew near, 
and finally fled to the nills back of the village, 
refusing to come out until the boat had gone 
away. Jacob Read was master of the Pike 
and the boat made several trips between St. 
Louls and Louisville, but at last struck a snag 
while engaged in the Red Riwer trade in 
March, 1p)8, and sank. The first ‘‘excursion 
trip’’ on the Mississippi River from St. Louis 
was given by Oapt Hewes of the steamer 8. 
Louls, whoran to the mouth of the Missour! 
and return with a large party on boara. 

The first ‘‘freshet’’ on the Mississippi of 
which any thing isknown occurred in 1785 
when the water attained an exiraordinary 
heigbt. The most famous floods were in 
1811. 1823, 1826 and 1844, the latter being the 
most remarkable. The river wasthen from 
three to six miles 
in some places nine 
25 of that year 
was over four feet deep in ali the lower 
part ofthe city. On the 28th inst. it began to 
recedo, and by the mid@ie of Jay had 
reached the ordinary stage. Late freshets 
were aiso treated, bringing the history of the 
river to the present time. 

OTHER PAPERS SUBMITTED. ‘ 

The location, lakes, fish culture and road- 
ways of Forest Park were treated in another 
—e somewhat similar to the one giv- 
ng 4 history iof wie park. The 
street raliway systems of St. Louls 
werethe subject of an interesting paper, 
giving many facts and figures relative to the 
wonderful improvement in that line. This 
paper was largely complied from the little 
book recently issued by Mr. James Campbell, 
the broker, and was listened to with close 
attention. The report on the Streets of St. 
Louis’’ was obtained from a table issued by 
the Street Department, and was very 
thorough. Other papers were read and in- 
formally discussed andthe club treatment of 
Facts About St. Louis was, atthe close of 
the meeting, declared to have been the most 
painstakiag and satisfactory in every respect.

A DISTILLERY SQUABBLE. 


How a Replevia Suit in Nebraska City 


Nearly Caused a Riot. 


NEBRASKA CITY, Neb., Nov. .- Tie cele- 
brated Nebraska City Distillery case, which 
has attracted much attentfon during the past 
year, was decided yeaterday in the Federal 
Court at Omaha before Judges Caldweil and 
Dundy. Thecaseis an interesting and im- 
portant one, and the only one on record 
wherein the Whisky Trust has been beaten at 


every turn. 

The distillery was originally owned by Geo. 
L. Woolsey of this city and afew others, Mr. 
Woolsey holding the major portion of the 
stock. When the Whisky Trast was organized 
the distillery went into it, a few members of 
the trust being made stockboiders, Mr. Wool- 
sey retaining a few shares. Then the plant 
was solu back to Woolsey, the understanding 
being that he was not to operate it asa dis- 
tillery. 

About this time prominent business men of 
this city, tired of seeing so much capitai re- 
main idle, employed attorneys and brought 
suit lu the Supreme Court of the State, under 
the anti-trust law, to compel the distillery to 
resume operations or forfeit its charter. The 
court decided in favor of the piaintiffa and 
Woolsey, who now owned the plant, pre- 

ared to manufacture alcohol. The 
V hisky Trust then brought suit 
againet Woolsey to restrain im from 
operating the distillerv, claiming he had 
agreed not to do so; but the court held such 
agreement null and void. Proceedings were 
then instituted by the trust to replevla the 
machinery and a United States Marshal and 
several machinists came to this city for the 
purpose of dismantling the buliding. 

This action on the part ot the trust almost 
led toariot. Excited citizens gathered about 
the buliding and bluffed the Marshal and his 
assistants off. Thereplevin suit was finally 
dismissed and the matter compromised by 
the trust taking the machinery and Mr. 
Woolsey retaining the building. 9 
immediately ordered new machinery, whic 
was placed in position, and he expected to 
start up the distillery on the 16th of this 
month. But the trust bad not been idle, but 
had applied to the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue at Washington to 8 the issu- 
ance of a permit to Woolsey. This case was 
argued at Washington last week and the 


‘OCummissioner decided to issue the permit. 


As a last resort the trust had an injunction 
issued from the Federal Court, on 
the same grounds as in the 
case before the Supreme Court, that 
Woolsey sbhauld be restrained from operating 
the plant at Nebraska City as a gdistiliery be- 
cause he had agreed not to do 80. 
The case was argued yesterday and the in- 
pores dissolved. There is great rejoicing 
ere over the decision, as the distillery was 
started to-day and with employ 110 men 
use 2,500 Dusbels of corn per day.

Their whole tarm consists of less than 
400 acres, and it ia worthless except through 
irrigation. Another party left for the place 
under the leadership of ex- State Senator C. B.

Many of them were women. The colony is 800 
miles south of Arizona, and there is no white 
person, except lowest class Mexicans, within 
thatdistance. The American products are 
very costiy because of import duties and 
transportation.

BUFFALO Tos. 


Park Cemmissieser Klemm Discusses «& 
Characteristic et the Bisous. 


Have you seen the buffalo at the park?’ 
asked Commissioner Klemm yesterday. 
It you have not noticed It yet, the next time 
you go there you will notice that in one part 
of the lot they have scraped and rubbed until 
they have made quite a hole in the ground. 
You will generally find one of them lying in 
this hole. It ls a reminiscence ofthe Plains, 
and is a triek even the tame buffalo cannot 


get over. They must have their waliows to 
roll about in, or they will not thrive. The one 
at the park, however, does not answer ali of 
the purposes of those on the plains. 

Many years ago, in the early days of travel 
on the great plains, the travelers believed 
these curious rings to have been made by the 
Indians in their dances, but the idea 
prevailed only for a short time. The buffalo, 
whose hair:is remarkable for its intense 
sbacginess and thickness, must necessarily 
suffer severely from the heat, and then he 
will seek the lowest grounds on the prairie, 
where there bas been a little stagnant water 
left, if be can find it; of course the ground 
being soft under the short grass it is an 
easy matter for him to make a mud-puddle 
of the spot inavery short time. He accom- 
plishes this by getting down on one knee, 
pluhging bis sbort horns, and at last his head, 
into the earth, and he soon makes an excava- 
tion into which the water slowly filters. This 
makes a relatively cool bath, where, throwing 
bhimselfon bis side as flat as be can, he rolls 
foreibly around, and, with his horns and 
hump, he rips up the ground by bis rotary 
motion, sinking deeper and deeper, con- 
tinually making the wallow larger, which 
filles with water, in which at length he be- 
comes completely immersed, the water and 
mud, mixed to the consistency of mortar, 
covering him perfectly, changing his color 
and general appearance. When he rose the 
mud dripped in great streams from every part 
of his huge body, a horrible looking monster 
ot mud and uglindéss, too terrible to be ac- 
curately described. It was generally the 
leader of the herd who took upon himself the 
business of making the wallow, or if he found 
another had commenced the excavation he 
would drive him away and wallow until be was 
satisfied, standing in a mans of mud and 
water in the hole until he got ready to give 
the others a chance. It was always the next 
in command who stood ready; and when he 
came out the next, who advanced in is turn 
and so on, according to rank, until all had 
performed their ablutions. Frequently a 
hundred or more would 98 walt their 
turn, each one making the wallow a little 
larger, and carrying offa share of its mud, 
pe pe drying toa whitish color, gradually 
ell off. 

It required about half an hour to make a 
decent wallow, and the depth was about two 
feet. The water naturally drains into these 
holes, together with its accompanying n 
table deposits, and the result is a remarkably 
rich soll, where the grass and weeds grow 
with aluxuriance so marked that a buffalo 
wallow cap be distinguished long before it te 
reached. The prairies are covered with them 
all over the central and western portion of 
Kansas, where the plow has not t 
disturbed the primitive sod. The dire 
thing a Kansas farmer dees after a rain is to 
examine the buffalo wallows; if they are filed 
with water the rain has beenag 


was dry the buffalo had to content himself 
with the eomminuted dust he céuld make in 
the hole, and asthe weather was erally 
dry, the whereabouts ofa herd could usually 
be A by the cloud of dust rising 
above it.

THE WHEEL. 


Histery of Local Bicyle Clubs—Te-Day’s 
Paper Chase—Cycling Chat. 


Who were the gentlemen who first brought 
cycling into popularity in this city? is a ques- 
tion that is frequently asked. To get at the 
facts of the case, a local cycling veteran was 
called on and he stated that the first bicycle 
club in St. Louis was the St. Louis Bicycle 
Clup. The riders at that time, most of whom 
were members of that club were Johnny Blow, 


E. C. Le Beourgeols, E. M. Senseney, Geo. C. 
Oeters and some few others. The club had 
its existence in 1879 and 1880, and Johny Blow 
was the prime mover in the cause and had the 
agency. In 1880 George C. Oceters, Richard 
Garvey, G. G. Bain, Fred Beckers, Tom 
Drew, Tom Meyers and Arthur Young met at 
the Cataipa Street Swimming school and 
ormed the Missouri Bicycle Club. This was 
he old Missour! Club and had no 
connection with the present organiza- 
tion. In May, 1882, the ub, fourteen strong, 
attended the League meetat Chicago. Geo. 
Bain was the first captain and w succeeded 
by Arthur Young. In Ovtober, 1882, E. M. 
Senseney, H. C. Thom, Richard Perny, Hare 
Cranz, Geo. Francis and Art Young left the 
Missouris and formed the great nickel- 
lated’’ Kurota Olub, as it was called. The 

issouris then dwindled by slow degrees and 
finally, in 1884, went out of existence entirely. 
In the e part of 1882, the Frisco Club 
was forme consisting of employes of 
the ‘Frisco Lise and about the 
only thing that they did was to discover“ 
A 
club was also formed on the south side of 
town called the ‘‘Eclipse,’’ which had on its 
membership roll Bem Reynolds, Jack Rogers, 
Frank Obear, Wm. Biebinger and others. A 
club called ‘‘Nakudgewab,’’ which an au- 
thority claims is Cherokee, for the man seen 
coming up the hill’’ was formed in the 
West End about 1883, some of the members 
being Thos. McKitterick, Allin Simkins and 
A. L. Hutchinson. Percy Stone, F. L. Lampel 
and otheis were instrumental in forming the 
West Ends, butthe elub only lasted a short 
while. Later on Messrs. Boswell, Pattison, 
Oeters and Beckers endeavored to get the 
Eurotas to organize the Missouri Bicycle Club 
with them and then tried to form a combina- 
tion with the Eclipse. The negotiations falling 
through, the Eclipse members formed the 
once famous Kambiers’ Club, the Eurotas 
maintained their own organization and the 
four gentlemen above mentioned built up the 
present Missouri Bicycle Club and they de- 
serve a great deal of credit for their early ex- 
ertions. The Rambiers Club during '85 spread 
itself on a race mecting’ when the St. Louis 
public was not yet quite familiar with 
the fine sport of cycle racing, and as a conse- 
quence incurred a debt over $2,000, which 
dealt the club a death-blow from which it 
never recovered, and in February, 1887, the 
club disbanded. The St. Louis Cycle Club 
formed in June, 1887, and disbanded in 
August, 1889. The present flourishing Cycling 
Club was the outcome of this organization. 
The Missouri Bicyele Olub is now in its sev 
enth year and is stronger than ever.

The dd gardener, who 
ed me to the spot a few days 
ago, told us that there were 
very few persons who knew that Hyer was 
buried in Greenwood, and only On rare occa- 
slons is there a flower placed upon his tomb.

that no loving hand ever places flowers on his 
last resting piace or no one seems to take the 
slightest interest in whether the grave is well 
kept or not. 
ot far from Hyer’s tomb is the last reating- 
lace of the notorious Bill Poole, at whose 
neral there was a following larger than an 
Greenwood has ever seen. t where are alt 
tose friends now? The grave ie as sadly 
neglected as that of Hyer. 

Another tomb where rests the remains of 
the greatest political boss New York has ever 
seen is also neglected. It ie the grave of Bill 
Tweed. It is severely simple in desen and is 
seldom or never visited by friend or foe. 

Thegrave of another famous that 
has almost passed into decay is a NM 
The head-stone reads: ‘*‘Saored te the 
ory of Eliza Gilbert.’” Not one person in

ALso WITCHES AND WIZARDS, WHO THEY 
WERKE AND WHAT THEY DID. 


_Persenal Appearance of the Devil—'The 
Witches’ Sabbath, Where It Was Held 
and the Character of the Services— 

Initiation of Members and Dance of 
Teads—A Great Popular Delusicn.

POPULAR proverb 
says: Speak of the 
Dev il and he always 
appears. I never 
believed it. Let us 
try it. 
The Devil of whom 
Ishall speak is not 
the ‘Lucifer, son of 
the morning of 
whom Isaiah sings, 
nor the Satan ot 
‘a. whom Milton sings: 
Whose form had 
not yet lost 
All its original bright- 
» wy ness, nor appear’d 
Lees than archangel 
ruined, andth’ ex- 
cess 
Of glory obscured. 
But the mischievous 
and malignant me- 
dimval Devil, whom we are supposed to mean 
when we invite people we don’t like te ‘go to 
the Devil, or use other impolite phraseology 
in which this faMiliar name is introduced. 
He ie the Mephistopheles of Faust, also 
the hero of the nursery rhyme: 
Pray, how was the Devil dressed? 
Oh, he wag dressed in his Sunday best; 
His coat was red and his pants were blue, 
With a hole bebina where his tall came through. 
* THE MEPIZVAL DEVIL, 
who still survives in some localities, was (or 
is) moet generally known, however, as a huge 
bairy personage, with large horns, long tail, 
cloven feet and dragon’s wings. Not pretty. 
Hence the fine descriptive phrase, ‘‘Ugiy as 
the Devil.’’ In this shape be was often 
brought on the stage in the cid miracie plays 
and ‘‘mysteries’’ with which pious people 
were amused three or four hundred years ago. 
The audience was always vastly pleased when 
some brave saint gave bim a good clubbing, 
and the applause was loud and long 
when bravest St. Dunstan caught bold 
of his nose with a pair of red hot pincers, 
and held on until the poor devil howled with 
pain. Some of the holy men spat in his face, 
which performance greatiy annoyed him. 
Others cut off bits of his tail, but be was 
quickly re-talled, as the caudal appendage at 
once grew again. It was solemnly believed 
In those days that the Devil could make his 
tall invisible, and then use it to trip up per- 
sons. Also that he would 
GET ROARING DRUNK 
and swear worse than ten troopers, and that 
in these diabolical sprees he raised tempests 
and earthquakes to destroy the property and 
lives of the faithfal. Also that he kept a 
stock of invisible pins to stick into visible 
folks who did not please him; that he would 
go to taverns, call for the best wine in the 


collar and throw down broad gold pieces in 
payment, which in the morning proved to be 
only slate. He could turn himself into beast 
or bird whenever he chose, and his favorite 
disguise was that of a drake—in which Bobby 
Burne saw him. You remember, of course, 
these lines in the Address to the De’il:’’

Ae dreary, windy winter night, 
The stars shot down wi’ sklentin’ light, 
Wi’ you mysel’ I got a fright 
Ay ont the lough;

But, besides the chief and 
were—according to popular 
MYRIADS OF LITTLE DEVILS 
all big enough, and only emall in comparison 
with the bigeest one. It w thought that 
the earth literally ewarmed@ with millions 
upon millions—‘‘a multitude which no man 
could number’’—of these junior devils. They 
were of both sexes; some of them clalming 
descent from Adam, who, it was said, after 
expulsion from Eden, had been tempted by 
devils in the shape of lovely women. All of 
them increased and multiplied mightily, 
and as fen died and none re- 
Signed, the devilish population’ was 
simply incalculable by any known 
census device. Their bodies were of thinnest 
air, yet they could pase through the hardest 
substances—side of a house or a stone wall 
with greatest case. They had no permanent 
residence; were everywhere by turns and 
nowhere long—flitting to and froin the bound- 
less realms of space. The air was supposed 
full of them; and as they 
infinitesimally small, men and 
women were liabie to inhale them by 
thousands at every breath. Taken in this 
way. they produced many troublesome and 
torturing diseases, and if nothing werse then 
frightful dreams, which made the dreamer 
think be was in hell. A certain famous eccie- 
siastical bistorian telle the story of a certain 
lous woman who forgot to say grace at 
inner, and so swallowed a mali devil con- 
cealed among the leaves of a lettuce. Another 
writer had ascertained, nobody kuows now, 
that there were, 8. only

of these demons, and that they were divided 
into seventy-two companies, each under 
command of a pripvce captain. The male 
members of the army were called ‘‘Incubi,’’ 
the female ‘‘Bucoub!.’’ Sometimes they were 
hideous; at other times veautifal as angels. 
The commander-in-chief was the Devil, who 
frequently took the form of aman, yet he 
was never entirely and perfeotiy like a man. 
Either he was too biack or too white, too 
large or too small, or some of bie limbs were 
out of proportion to the rest of his 
body. Usualiy his feet were deformed and 
his tall had to be tucked away in his trousers 
somewhere; for no matter what shape he as- 
sumed he never could get rid of bis feet and 
tail. Inthe reign of Philippe le Bel of France, 
e is said to bave appeared to a monk as a 
dark man riding ataill black horse; then asa 
holy friar, and fnaliy as an ass. Instances 
are not uncommon in the ancient chronicies 
where the Senior Devil and some of the jun- 
lors have transformed themselves into hand- 
some oung gentiemen, and successfully 
concealing their tails have entered 
the very best society and been wonderfully 
popular among all the young liadies—and 
some of the old ones. All devils, big and 
jittie, be it understood, were at the command 
of any individual who wae willing to 
GIVE UP HI8 BOUL 
in payment for their services. See our friend 
Faust, in iilustration, and the multitude of 
stories in which the reckless hero has sold his 
soul to the Devil, and then tries to cheat bim 
out of it—which no devil ie mean enough to 
do. Businesses is business’’ with im, 
always sticks to bis 
and, may add, generally 
manages to make bie customers stick to 
theirs, willingly or cody saan In the good 
old time when the mediwva! Devil was at the 
height of his power and popularity,these cus- 
teufers were called wizurds if men, witches 
if women; and for some unexpiained reason 
the witches were always largely in the major- 
ity. Either wizard or witch could, by virtue 
of bie or her contract with the Devil, call tor 
and obtain one or more ot the juniors to exe- 
cute any commission, however dimficeult, un- 
less it involved 8 pred action. Then the or- 
der was disobeyed and evil worked upon the

Prussian ay, or on some other high 
mountain. ie mountain meeting was 4 
general Sabbath for the fends, witches and 
wizards of all Christendom. Wherever and 
whenever they met, nothing would grow upon 
the accursed spot forever after; the hot feet 
of the congregation killing the soll when they 
ſo med in the famous ‘‘Witches’ Dance, of 
whieh the exercises largely consisted. 

The mode of conveyance differed tn different 
eountries. In France and England the tradi- 
tional broomstick was always employed, Dut 
in Italy ana Spain the Devil was supposed to 
furnish transportation in person, by trans- 
forming himse)f into a goat, which lengthened 
or shortened according to the number of pas- 
sengers to be accommodated. No witch, it 
Was said, when going to Sabbath, could get 
out of door or window, theugh she tried ever 
se hard. She must always go 

TRROUGH THE KEYHOLE . 

or up the chimney, and the broometick she 
rode never interfered with her egress in the 
least. To preventthe absence of the witches 
from beine noticed by their families or 
neighbors, some inferior demos was com- 
manded to assume their shapes and lie in 
their beds, feigning Illness; until the return of 
the eriginalis. 

When all those summoned had answered to 
roll call at the place of rendezvous, the inter- 
nal ceremonies began. The Devil having as- 
sufmed his favorite shape—that of a huge he- 
goat, with one face in {rent and another be- 
hind—took his seat upon a throne, 
and all present advanced in 
cession and pad homage to him— 
kissing the rearward face. Then he named 
an aid-de-camp, in company with whom he 
made careful personal examination of every 
witch and wizard, to see whether they bad 
the secret mark which stamped them as the 
**Devil'’sown.’’ This mark was always in- 
sensible to pain, andfor that reason is fre- 
quently mentioned in trials for witchcraft as 
an infallible evidence of guilt. Those who 
hed not been formally received into the dia- 
bolical cempany were at once marked by the 
aid-dé-camp; the Devil at the same time giv- 
ing them nieknames by which they were here- 
alter to be known. Then 

SINGING AND DANCING 

began ot the most furious sort, and continued 
until some one arrived who desired admission 
into the society. Ali were still and silent 
while the new-comer was initiated by deny- 
ine his salvatien, kissing the Devil, spitting 
upen the Bible and awearinug to obey him in 
everything, at any cost and ali hazards. Then 
the dancing was resumed, if possibie more 
turleusly than before, accompanied by wiid 
singing of these mysterious words: 


Alegremos! Alegremos! 
Que gente W tenemos! 


The song and dance act generally lasted 
about an hour, dy which time the participante 
were thoroughly tired out. Then all eatdown 
and recounted the evil deeds done since the 
last meetiag. Those whe had not been sufficl- 
eatiy mischievous and wicked to suit the 
Devil were flogged then and there by him with 
therns or scorpions until covered with blood 
and uvable to sitorstand. To amuse the au- 
diemce after this rather unpleasant exhibi- 
tion, a novel feature was introdeced in the 
programme, which would make the everlast- 
ing fortune of auy manager who could adapt 
it to the modern stage. It was called 

TAI DANCE OF TOADS.’’ 

Thousands and tens of theusands of these 
creatures sprang out of the earth at the word 
ofcemmand, and, standing on their hind 
lege, danced to the tune of Devil Take the 

indmost’’—piayed by the Devil himselr on 

agpipes or trumpet. (Bagpipes were pre- 
ferred, as making more @iabolical music than 
avy other Known instrument.) These toads 
were all able to talk, and while they danced 
begged the witches to reward their efforts to 
please by giving them the flesh of unbaptized 
infante—which the witches promised to do. 
The Devil bade them remember to Keep their 
promise, and then stamping his foot as a sig- 
nal tor departure, allthe toads vanished at 
once into the earth. 

The next act was the banquet, the ordinary 
menu of which is too disgusting to quote. 
Occasionally, however, the witches were 
served with choicest meats and richest wines 
from solden dishes and crystal goblets, but 
this was never done unless they bad specially 
distinguished themselves by deviitry since 
the last meeting. Then dancing was re- 
sumed by those who liked it, and those who 
did not amused themselves by various 
biasphemous performances—ali joining in 
these final words: In nomine Patrica, Ara- 
gneaco Petrica, agora! agora! Valentia, jouando 
goure gatts goustia!’’ Which, being 
interpreted, means: lu the name of Patrick, 
Petrick of Aragon, now, now, all our Ulis are 
over! When the Devil bad the blues he 
ordered a private terpsichborean diversion of 
his own invention, in which the costume of 
the witon dancers was even more scanty than 
that of the modernpaliet, consisting entirely 
of two cats—one suspended from the neck in 
frout, the other nom the waist bebind. This 
was 

THE GRAND FINALE, 


and at the first morning crow of the cock all 


‘| disappeared and the Sabbath was ended. 


Do you dare to laugh at all this, and wonder 
why such a seénsibie paper as the SUNDAY 
PoOsT- DISPATCH should print such stuff? You 
were wiser to weep than to laugh, fur this 
‘*stuff’’—and worse, which I have not ven 
tured to write—was firmly beileved by ail 
Christendom considerably lese than 300 years 
aco. The laws againgt witchcraft were not 
repealed in England until 17386; in Austria, 
not until 1766. A wizard was burned 
in Germany in 1749; 4 witoh in 
Switzerland in 1782, and another in the grand- 
duchy of Posen as fate as 1793. No longer ago 
than 1863 a reputed wizard was drowned by a 
mob in a pond inthe village of Hedingham 
Engiand, and the mob was made up of 
or seventy tradesmen, and none ot the lsbor- 
ing class. 

Nowadays a belief in witches and witchcraft 
is regarded as 

i SURE SIGN OF AN IGNORAMDS, 

butin the sixteenth and seventeenth cen- 
turies the man or woman who did not believe 
in them was regarded as either heathen, here- 
tic, es fool, and treated accordingiy. Had not 
highest authority declared: (Exodue xxii, 18) 
Tou ehalt not suffer a witch to live?“ Who, 
then, could venture to deny the existence of 
witches? Nobody did. During the session of 
the Long Parliament igis said that 3,000 per- 
sons were ox cuted, by hanging or burning, 
for the alleged crimhe of witchoraft. From 
first to last it is estimated that moearly four 
thousand perished in Scotland. The number 
of those who died in Europe as 
witches and wizards while this terrible su- 
perstition prevailed in church and State, is 
reckoned by millions. Dr. Sprenger, in his 
‘*Life of Mohammed,’’ places the number of 
those who have been burned as witches dur- 
ing the Christian epoch at 9, 000, 000 

Everybody believed the awful falsehood, 
popes and princes, priests and laymen, schoi- 
are and dunces, lawyers and doctors, all the 
learned people as well as the rank and file of 
the ignorant. Lutber and Erasmus were 
both strong believers. In 1664 that 
great jurist, Sir Matthew Hale, tried 
and sentenced to death two women for be- 
witching children, and it is said that the evi- 
dence of Bir Thomas Browne, the fameus 
physician and surgeon, and author of Re- 
Iglo Medici,’’ bad much to do with the con- 
viction and judicial murder of the .luckiess 
prisoners. James I.—the patron of the 
‘*Authorized Version’’—was noted for bis 
ekiil in detecting witches and his fondness for 
presiding over their tortures. He no more 
doubted that he was doing God service than 
he doubted the existence of God. A much 
greater and better man than James, even 

JOHN WESLEY, 
wrote this tn 1768: 

„Dis true that the Enygiish in general, and, 
indeed, most of the men of learning in Eu- 
rope, have given up all accounts of witches 
and apparitions as mere old wives’ fabies. I 
am sorry tor it, and I Wiliimely take this 
opportunity of entering my solemn protest 
against this violent compliment which so 
many that believe the Bible pay to those who 
do not believe it. lowe them nosuch service. 
I take knowledge that these are at the bottom 
of the outcry which has been raised, and with 
euch imsolence spread through the land in 
direct opposition, not enly to the bible, but 
to the suffrage ef the wisest and best of men 
in all aves and nations. They weil know, 
whether Christians know it or pot, that the 
giving up of witchoraft is in effect giving up 
the Bible.’’ 

Yet we of the last quarter of the nineteenth 
century know—if we know anything—that the 
belief in witcbes and witchcraft was but the 
baseless fabric of a miserable dream, and tbat 
every d:op of the rivers of blood shed on 
account of thie beilef was, se far as witches 
and witchoraft are concerned, innocent blood. 
The most learned and acute philosophical 
historians are unable to determine 

WHY, HOW, WHEN OR WHERE 
thie monstrous error received its death-biow. 
They can Only tell us that about such a time it 
to lose strength; that about such a 
time it was practically inoperative, and about 
sucha time it was K dead. Many 
diverse causes contribu to this happy re- 
suit, but, speakin enerally, we may —

lt is changed now. Intelligent people see 
that the best results are to be expected only 
when the directions of the trusted physician 
are implicitly followed, amd thatthe mod- 
ern treatment of disease demands the 
continuous, thoughtful attention of a 
trained expert. The intelligent family is no 
longer content to trust a fight, whose loss 
means saddest bereavement and vears ot 
bidder pain, to the sole direction of a com- 
mander who is on the field of battle only half 
an hour in the twenty-four. He must have a 
lieutenant, an executive officer who will see 
bis orders earried out, who will call him to 
the spot f an emergency arises and who can 
be trusted to act wisely in those crises where 
~the right thing must be done at once. 

The prerogatives of the sick man are no 
longer unlimited. He is under a mild but 


efficient martiallaw. His sense of responsi- 
bility for his own recovery fedes. The tired 
mind rests as it feels the wholesome influence 
of wise methods wisely used, and the pbysical 
self, unvexed for time by ite imperious 
master, is given every Chance for speedy re- 
covery.

80 Well on all subjects, on the manufacture of 

gunpowder, on the construction of a weaver’s 

teom and on one of Greuze’s paintings. 

Barely at any time great as a writer, he was, 
as an encyclopedical writer, the greutest. 

Denis Diderot was bern at Langres in 1713, 

His father was acutier and a man of uncom- 

mon worth. As a father be was sometimes 

indulgent, sometimes severe, but always 

sensible and always affectionate. Denis was 

liberally educated and probably well edu- 

cated. Through life he appears to have read 

Latin and Greek with fluency and pleasure. 

Os completing his education his father, a 

man ot some property, offered to give him 

the profession either of law or of medioine. 

He declined both and struck out as a man of 

letters. For ten years the struggle was terri- 

bie. By nature encyclopedic, he could write, 

and write brilliantly, on almost any subject. 

He wrote on literary topics, on mereantile 

topics, on social topics, on political topics 

and—atheist though he was—be wrote ser- 

mons.

@eneantions, that is, through the senses, he 
raised the question, ‘And can We through the 
senses know that there ea God? The letter 
produced a proiound impression in France. 
Hut fora man who wrote atheism, and wrote 
it so powertulisy as in the Letter onthe 
Blind. there was at that day but one proper 
luce, a prison, and to prison Diterot went.

True he lacked cxypite!, for possibly he did not 
have morey to buy to-morrow’s dinner, but 
there were a hundred bicckheadcs in Paris who 
lor prospect of gain could turnish the capital.

Up to 
thattimethere had teen no encyclopedia.

arts and the useful arts, to discuss the deepest 
questions of metaphysics, the paintings of 
Angelo and the best mode of making bricks. 
Seeing that in so extensive a work he needed 
ald, he procured the co-operation of D’ Alem- 
bert, who played so important a part in the 
Intellectual history of France and of the 
work that he deserves notice. 
was anatural son, born ion November, 1717, 
His unfortunate but cruel mother expesed 
him on the church steps during a wintry 
night. He was discovered when almost dead, 
and was cared for by a kind woman of the 
poorer class.

In man- 
hooa be was succeasful and became distin- 
guished. Frederick the Great offered him 
distinction and emolument, which he de- 
climed. Catherine of Russia offered him die- 
tinction and emolument, which he declined. 
Diderot, without autbority and penniless, 
offered him co-adjutorship in the encyclo- 
pedia. D’Alembert accepted. In matne- 
watics and in all the sol- 
ences and usefui arts in which 
mathematics isinvolved,in civil engineering, 
astronomy, mechanics, no otber man in 
France was so competent to aid Diderot. 
They, too, were the makers of the enycio- 
dia. But they got contributions from the 
stminds of France, cach writing on such 
subjects as he was mostfitto treat. Turgot, 
Rousseau, Buffon, Coudorcet, D’Holbacn. 
These, and such ar these, poured their 
minds into the encyclopedia. But Diderot 
wrote most and, a masse of enthusiasm 
as be was, actually went into looms and fac- 
tories as a common laborer in order that he 
might understand completely and describe 
accurately the mechanical processes. No 
wonder that an encyclopedia ot thirty-five 
big, broad volumes and cop/ously illustrated 
With plates, got up with such toll, learning 
and genius should be welcometo the French 
eoplie. It was the great enlightener. But 
iderot was an atheist and ite theology was 
not liked by the religious. Its tendency, too, 
was democratic. If no one book was so potent 
as Rousseau’s Contrat Social’’ to produce 
the revolution ot 80, no one work 
Was so potent as the Enoyclopedia. It has 
been saidthat the encyclopedists produced 
the Revolution. As originator and chief 
producer ofthe Encyclopedia, Denis Diderot 
must be reckoned among the world’s greatest 
benefactors, superior in doing good to any 
neral or statesmen of the elghteenth cen- 
ury. But let us not be extravagant in praise. 
As the first encyclopedia, it was done grand- 
ly. Butit was far from perfect. Many arti- 
cles were feebly written. Many articles well 
written and on proper subjects contained 
discussions not belonging tosuch a work. 
Many articles were inserted on sub- 
jects not belonging to suchawork. Many 
subjects that did belong to such a work were 
overlooked. To some subjects uadue Import- 
ance, to other subjects less than due import- 
ance was given. But who dewands perfection? 
Especially, who demands perfection in a first 
work? Above all, whe demands perfection in 
a fret work when that work is an enclycope- 
dia? Diderot bad trouble. The Government, ig 
norant, bigoted and despotic, interfered with 
him, and at one time almost ruined him. 
When he had issued seven of bis thirty-five 
volumes D’Alambert, in disgust at the II- 
luck, quitted him. But Diderot, brave- 
bh tireless, brimful of enthusiasm, 
When the stupendous work was 
comp Denis Diderot was the Encycio- 
dist ofthe werld.

Diderot’s attain- 
ments as an encyclopedist made him tol- 
erably familiar with an almost boundless 
range of subjects. On these he discoursed 
with an eloquence, a fiery enthusiasm and a 
vehemence that transported both himeelf and 
bis listeners. With the inspiration of the sybil 
he combined the contortions. He poked your 
ribs, he thumped you, he pounded your 
knees; yet you contantly wanted more. 

Diderot’s fame had attracted the attention 
of Catherine of Russia. Through Grimm she 
learned that he was poor. With much deli- 
cacy she contrived to aid him. She beught his 
library at a monstrous price, then appointed 
mim eustodian for the term of fifty years at a 

liberalsalary and then advanced him the full

made a bandseome estate, but it was soon 
weeted.

EHUNNED THAN SOUGAT. 


The Character and Habits of the Skunk— 
„How It Got the Name of Pole-Cat—The 
Indian Name fer It—Its Battles With 
Its, Rivals— The Dangers Frem Its 
Bites. .

HE skunk is not a 
savory subject, but an 
interesting one never- 
theless. It is a case 
where the study of nat- 
ural history is very 
practical, and an iden- 
tification of the genus 
at least is often neces- 
sary to prevent serious 
mistakes. The instance 
alleged of the party 
who calied the bushy- 
talled cat ‘‘kitty’’ and 
insisted on stroking its 
back was one in which ignorance was cér- 
tainly not bliss. 

When our English ancestors first encoun- 
tered this creature in America they called 
him pole-cat, a misnomer that he still carries 
in many parts, because they knew of nothing 
buat their stoat, which was popularly so- 
called, that could compare with him in odor; 
but, while he belongs to the weasel family, 
he is of a genus peculiarly distinct. 
It has never been definitely set- 
tied by elther scientist ‘or philelogist 
why the Old World folks called their weazel 
a pole-cat, but American humor, at the hands 
of Josh Billings, has advanced the idea that 
the name was applicable toour skunk, be- 
cause it was more convenient to kill him with 
a pole than a club—atheory that, at least,has a 
practical suggestionness—provided the pole 
be long; but, in keeping withthe same idea, 
‘‘long-range-tifie-cat’’ wonld be better. 

It was another Shaw—a naturalist—that 
gave him his first scientifiC name, Viverra 
Mephiticus (ferret III-scented), but Cuivier, 
recognizing him as distinct, calied his genus, 
Mephitis (bad ordor) and our own Prof, Baird, 
doubtiess feeling that the idea could not be 
too Intense, reduplicated it by reapplying old 
Shaw’s specific name, so that the full address 
ot our common species is Mephitis Mephiticus 
—‘guite English you know,’’ though he 
is as distinctly American as any animaljthat 
wasever born. Doubtiess those whe know 
him intimately think justice can sever be 
done him in mephistic adjectives, and the 
Abenikes Indians simply cailed him Segan- 
kee, which, if you will pronounce it with the 
‘*a’’ broad, will indicate where he gets his 
true 


: : AMERICAN TITLE. 
He belongs to the family Mustelidae, includ- 
ing the others, Martews, etc., but in the sub- 
family Melinae, which contains oniy himself 
and the badgers. The South American skunks 
have been placed in the genus to themselves 
called Thiosmus, but this article will make no 
attempt to deal with them. The character- 
istics mentioned apply only to our 
common species, which has the 
widest distribution of any North Ameri- 
can skunk. The two Texan, the Californian, 


andthe little striped skunk of the Upper 
Miasouri region, while differing in color and 
size, have much the same general habits as 
otner well-known species. They are remark- 
able forthe permanency of thelr markings, 
while our mepbiticus ranges through various 
widths of stripes, from solid biack to solid 
white. The usual color is black with a nar- 
row white line on the forehead,a broad tri- 
angular patch on the neck, from which runs 
u narrow white stripe on each side to the root 
of the tall. This latter is tipped with a tuft 
ot long coarse hairs, and ite erect carriage, 
Along with the arched back, will turnish the

a. It was my good fertume once to see a 

— d of skunk kittens at their play, which 
like that of most animals was mock fighting. 
They sprang onto and rolled over each other, 
biting and cratching, much as common kit- 
tens. They were so much engaged in their 
sport that, after watching them some time, a 
companion killed them all bya knock on the 
head with a short stick, and though stunned 
at once, the ‘‘ruling passion strong in death’’ 
filled the air with the usualodor. This inci- 
dent has another bearing. The three kittens 
at play were black—with varying widths of 
white stripes, but one had escaped at our 
approach, that was sold black, showing 
— at color variations. may ocour in the same 

tter. 

It is a peculiarity of the skunk that often 
only one idea seems to occupy his mind at 
once. If watching a dog, & man may ap- 
proach and strike him down. If on his way 
to a henroost, with the idea of a breakfast, 
he will pass near persons, oblivious of their 
preseace. Mr. Allace, the great English 
naturalist, mentions an Instance of this kind 
in bis own experience, He believes this beed- 
lessness is due toa consciousness of Immun 
from attack, and that the white stripes ar 
erect tall are instances illustrating his new 
theory oft warning colors, for protection 
only—sort of Cain-like marks that men and 
others may not kill him without a conse- 
quence. But I have seen skunks whose minds 
were filled solely with the idea of escape, an 
only last summer, while chicken shooting, 
chased one that put me out of breath to over- 
take. The same day I found one that could 
not be induced to move. 

Sometimes in summer, when the doors have 
been left ajar for ventilation, skunks have en- 
tered houses, and it takes very delicate tac- 
tics to induce one to leave without insulting 
him. On such occasions never allow a dog to 
be seen if possible, asthe skunk is apt, para- 
doxically, te take a permanent stand and 
make trouble. The bestthing todo is te ap- 
parently let him alone, when the idea of ‘‘the 
better part of valor’’ seems to occur to him 
and he wanders cautiously away. By the way 
Prof. Baird has stated that it is said that it 
lifted suddenly by the tall the skunk Is ren 
dered harmiess whiie in this position.
